Court announced on May Ist a 

historic and totally unexpected 
decision that could have profound im- 
plications for the future of the nation’s 
newspaper industry and the increasing 
concentration of news media owner- 
ship. The court decided to hear a chal- 
lenge to the proposed merger of the 
Detroit News and Free Press, for the 
first time opening up to Supreme 
Court scrutiny the Newspaper Preser- 
vation Act of 1970, which legalized 
daily newspaper monopolies. The 
Newspaper Preservation Act has been 
a key factor in helping a handful of 
giant corporations take control of an 
alarming (and ever-greater) percentage 
of the nation’s news outlets. 

Although the Detroit challenge 
centers on a few narrow legal issues, 
the court could potentially take a 
broader look at the law — and con- 
ceivably even eviscerate or overturn it. 
In any event, the final outcome of the 
case will be important: If the court 
strikes down the Detroit JOA, it will 
almost certainly slow the pace of new 
merger applications — and if it allows 
the JOA to proceed, the monopoly 
floodgates will be wide open. 

The decision was, in other words, an 
important story by almost any stan- 
dards — except those of the editors at 
the major local and national news- 
papers. The Examiner gave the news 
one paragraph at the end of a court 
roundup on page A-8. The New York 
Times buried it in the back of the Busi- 
ness section. And the Chronicle re- 
printed the Times story on page A-l1. 

It was a remarkable demonstration 
of the precise problem created by 
media monopolies: When too few peo- 
ple control the flow of information, 
important material gets squelched. 

That’s one of the major themes run- 
ning through our third annual 
Freedom of Information issue. We’ve 
always argued that public access and 
open government should not be issues 
primarily for the press. For one thing, 
with a few notable exceptions (The 
Press-Enterprise of Riverside, for ex- 
ample), most major newspapers in this 
state seem only marginally — if at all 
— interested in FOI rights. 

But on a larger level, the whole idea 
behind public access and open govern- 
ment is to give the citizens a chance to 
find out for themselves the unfiltered 
and uncensored facts about what their 
elected representatives are doing. That, 
in many ways, is the crux of what is 
shaping up as the most important FOI 
battle in more than 20 years. As Craig 
McLaughlin reports on page 15, the 
computer revolution could create a 
whole new era in open government. If 
the vast collections of information 
stored by federal, state and local agen- 
cies were easily available on centralized 
computer databases, anybody with ac- 
cess to a personal computer (or a ter- 
minal in the library) could quickly and 
easily find, sort, and analyze data that 
would currently take weeks or months 
to collect and process. 

But the promise of this ‘‘electronic 
democracy”’ could vanish instantly if 
the forces of secrecy have their way — 
and unless the rest of us put up a fight, 
that’s exactly what will happen.

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Making SF a model for 
“electronic democracy’ 


Springs, Colorado who wants to know what 

the local government is doing has been able to 
turn on a personal computer and modem and dial a 
City Hall electronic bulletin board containing the 
schedules of upcoming City Council meetings, the 
names of finalists for top city jobs and a lot more in- 
formation. Those who don’t have computers at home 
or at work can stop by the public library and use a ter- 
minal that is plugged directly into the system. 

The data available instantly, 24 hours a day, 
with a computerized phone call, would take most 
people hours to dig out of various government of- 
fices. But the Online City Hall system provides 
more than convenience: It will soon allow citizens 
to communicate their thoughts on pending issues 
directly to city officials. Dave Hughes, the citizen 
advocate who helped promote the program, calls it 
“electronic democracy.”” 

Online City Hall represents the best of what the 
so-called Information Age could have to offer. 
Unfortunately, as Craig McLaughlin reports on 
page 15, it’s still a rare exception: Overall, the 
growth of computer technology in public agencies 
has provided only limited increases in the amount 
of available public information. And in some 
cases, computerization could actually lead to a 
decrease in the public’s ability to gain access to 
government records. 

For freedom-of-information advocates, access 
to electronic data has become the most important 
battle since the passage of the landmark federal 
Freedom of Information Act 23 years ago. As 
computer disks and databases replace paper and 
filing cabinets in the offices of government agen- 
cies, laws like the FOIA have become obsolete — 
and officials have begun to take advantage of the 
lack of specific rules about electronic data to pro- 
tect and expand the boundaries of secrecy. 


S INCE NOV. 1, 1988, any citizen of Colorado 


power. Governments rise and fall and 

political programs come and go on the basis 
of what information is available to the citizens. 
Public officials are well aware of that fact — that’s 
why so many of them work so hard to keep infor- 
mation out of the hands of the public. 

As our ongoing coverage of government secrecy _ 
has shown, and as our stories in this issue once 
again demonstrate, state and local government 
agencies in California and the Bay Area have a ter- 
rible record on public access issues. The state 
Legislature boldly closes meetings to avoid public 
scrutiny — and relies on a secret legal opinion to 
justify its action. Even routine correspondence 
between the San Francisco City Attorney’s Office 
and other public officials is routinely kept secret. 
And the list goes on and on. 

In some cases, the most powerful deterrent to 
public review of public officials is the sheer volume 
of information that must be read, digested and 
sorted to make sense of an issue — or the physical 
difficulty of gaining access to records that everyone 
agrees are public. Try to track down the recorded 
votes of the Board of Supervisors on an issue with-' 
out knowing the exact date and time the vote was 
taken and you’ll discover quickly how-hard it is for 
someone without a lot of free time to keep up with 
what’s going on at City Hall. The spread of com- 
puter technology could change that. The tech- 
nology to put virtually everything the government 
does into an easily accessible computer filing 
system has been around for years. Private industry 
has shown it can be very cost-effective, too: For 
just a few dollars, a commercial database system can 
search through every edition of the San Francisco 
Chronicle published in the past year and pull out all 
the articles containing, say, the word ‘‘Noriega.”’ The 
whole process takes about ten minutes. 

The implications are staggering. Who was the 
single largest contributor to local political campaigns 
in 1988? A team of researchers could spend months. 


Te: MORE than ever, information is 


trying to figure ou! the answer — but if the Registrar 
of Voters files were computerized, a curious citizen 
could find out on his or her lunch hour. 

Are a few landlords turning over property quickly 


in a certain neighborhood? Are they raising the, 


rents and evicting long-term tenants? Have they 
done it in the past elsewhere in town? Even the 
most persistent neighborhood activist would balk 
at the effort involved in trying to correlate those 
records — but if the files of the Rent Board, Asses- 
sor’s Office, Recorder’s Office and Municipal 
Courts were all in the same database, a computer 
operator with a minimal amount of experience could 
get a handle on the situation in an afternoon. 

What types of businesses are growing the fastest? 
Which pay the largest share of local taxes? How do 
higher parking fees effect neighborhood merchants? 
How much would the carbon monoxide levels rise on 
Potrero Hill if the Giants moved to a new stadium at 
China Basin? How much would the city have to raise 
the downtown transit assessment fee to prevent any 
more cuts in Muni service over the next five years? 
There are hundreds more questions like that, and the 
answers to them could be easily available if San Fran- 
cisco city government made the effort to put all of its 
records into a central computer system that was ac- 
cessible to the public. 

As McLaughlin describes on page 16, City Li- 
brarian Ken Dowlin would like to make San Fran- 
cisco a national model for electronic democracy. 
But given the record of local officials on public ac- 
cess issues, it’s fairly certain that Dowlin’s vision 
alone won’t become reality without substantial 
public pressure. Dowlin knows how to put the pro- 
gram together — in fact, he was one of the ar- 
chitects of the Colorado Springs system. But the 
politicians and bureaucrats at City Hall will have to 
cooperate — and they are bound to find excuses 
for refusing to do so. 

The public needs to get behind Dowlin’s propo- 
sals — and make sure that city officials don’t scut- 
tle them by actively blocking the effort or passively 
neglecting to help. 


the electronic age go beyond just neglect. In 
fact,there are signs that some government 
agencies may actually be trying to use computeriza- 
tion to decrease the amount of information avail- 
able to the public. Laws like the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act and the California Public Records Act were 
written long before computers were part of everyday 
life. They lack the specific language needed to protect 
existing access rights much less to expand public ac- 
cess to the level the new technology should allow. 

While state and federal courts have generally 
agreed that electronic data should be treated the 
same as old-fashioned paper records, a recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision has opened the door for 
what could be a broad new attack on public access. 
In March, the court ruled that a file containing a 
compilation of records from various public sources 
can, simply because of its scope, be considered 
confidential. Individual bits of information may 
be a matter public record — but when you put 
enough of them together (so that, for example, a 
pattern starts to emerge) the information suddenly 
becomes a government secret. 

Potentially, the Supreme Court decision in 
Department of Justice vs. Reporters Committee 
for Freedom of the Press could allow government 
agencies to combine all of their public records into 
a single computer file — and then deny the public 
access, on the grounds that the whole is different 
from the sum of its parts. 

That’s an alarming thought, and it should spur 
the press, public-interest organizations and con- 
cerned citizens to demand amendments to state 
and federal public records laws that will close the 
door on the expansion of secrecy and protect and 
expand the right to know as the nation moves into 
the Information Age.

KQED’s financial secrets 


Your concern over KQED’s financial secrets (see 
Bay Guardian 4/12/89) is proper. The IRS rules re- 
quire full disclosure of annual returns filed by all 
tax-exempt organizations, including public tele- 
vision stations. 

As of 1987, KQED must make its Form 990 An- 
nual Return and all related attachments available 
for public inspection upon request during regular 
business hours at its principal offices. There are 
penalties of up to $5,000 for failure to comply (ex- 
cept for reasonable cause, which is undefined). 

While the 990 won’t reveal line item details of 
KQED’s budget, it will provide a statement of 
functional expenses, descriptions of the station’s 
revenue-producing programs and a balance sheet. 
Additional attachments such as the Schedule A 
and Form 990-T will list highest-paid employees 
and describe unrelated business activities like 
Focus Magazine.

City Editor Tim Redmond responds: 

Iam not aware of any “‘factual inaccuracies”’ in 
our editorial. Tiano has not cited any. I’ve written 
to him asking for specific examples, and we'll print 
his response if and when we get one. In the mean- 
time, we stand by the factual accuracy of every- 


thing we said. 

Yes, KOED was nominated for 23 Northern Cal- 
ifornia Emmys, and wound up winning ten awards 
for five shows. Two of those shows even focused 
on the local cultural scene — “‘Dead Pan Alley,” 
written by Duck’s Breath Theater, won four of the 
10 awards, and ‘‘Sing Out San Francisco!’ (which 
is underwritten by a city grant) won two. Which 
Just goes to show: KQED has the staff talent and 
facilities to produce top-quality material when it is 
willing to do so. But as we have pointed out and 
documented repeatedly, KQED devotes a far 
smaller percentage of its resources to local produc- 
tion than do most other public TV stations — and 
there are very, very few locally produced shows 
devoted to important local events and issues. 

As to the budget, we repeat: The summaries the 
station distributes are inadequate and useless. 
What we and many others have requested is simply 
a line-item budget. We don’t understand what 
KQED has to hide. 


Correction 


In his April 12th Press Box column (‘‘Oliver 
North’s Other Jury’), Larry Bensky stated that a 
network reporter covering the North trial had 
volunteered to serve as press corps liaison with trial 
judge Gerhard Gesell. The column also noted that 
reporters for other networks covering the trial had 
complained about the situation and suggested that 
the reporter serving as liaison with the judge had 
been rewarded with special film footage of Gesell. 

According to the reporter in question, Carl 
Stern, an NBC legal correspondent as well as a 
lawyer and a member of the D.C. Bar, Bensky’s ac- 
count of the situation was inaccurate. Stern says he 
did not volunteer for the job of press liaison. 
Gesell, he says, asked him to do it — and as a 
member of the Bar, he did not believe he had any 
choice but to go along with the judge’s request. He 
also says that he received no rewards or special 
treatment for his work and that all of the networks, 
including NBC, used two-year-old file footage of 
Gesell in their reports. 

Bensky intended only to describe the dissatisfac- 
tion that some of Stern’s colleagues felt over the 
liaison arrangement. Stern says he isn’t thrilled 
with the situation either — but he says he had no 
choice in the matter.

Friends of the River: Com- 
mittee hearings will start the 
first week of May on a bill by 
Assemblyman Byron Sher 
(D-Palo Alto) to add two rivers, 
the East Carson and the West 
Walker, to the California Wild 
and Scenic Rivers system. 
These rivers are not as inten- 
sively threatened as some 
others, said Ron Stork, 
associate conservation direc- 
tor of the Sacramento-based 
Friends of the River, but if peo- 
ple wait until the rivers are 
seriously threatened, it may be 
too late. Nevada water in- 
terests are actively promoting 
a project that would dam the 
East Carson at the Nevada- 
California border and change 
it, according to Stork, froma 
free-flowing river to a “'fluc- 
tuating bathtub.”’ Promoters of 
that project are working to 
amend Sher's bill to include a 
reconsideration of the Wild 
and Scenic River classification 
after ten years. 

Friends of the River wants 
to oppose these efforts by 
“closing the door forever’’ on 
projects that would dam and 
divert these rivers. ‘We are 
trying,’’ said Stork, ‘to careful- 
ly nurture a renaissance of the 
state Wild and Scenic River 
system.” The group is urging 
people to contact their 
legislators in support of this 
bill.

SUPREME COURT 
AGREES TO HEAR 
CHALLENGE TO 

DETROIT MERGER 


IN WHAT JOA opponents called a major 
victory, the United States Supreme Court 
has agreed to hear a case challenging the 
joint operating agreement between 
Detroit’s two daily newspapers, the News 
and the Free Press. The decision puts the 
JOA on hold for the indefinite future, 
since the court’s busy calendar precludes 
consideration of the case until this fall at 
the earliest. 

The decision also marks the first time 
the high court has ever agreed to consider 
a case involving the Newspaper Preserva- 
tion Act, the 1970 law that legalized daily 
newspaper mergers and helped end daily 
competition in cities from Miami to 
Honolulu. Although the legal challenge to 
the Detroit merger is fairly narrow in 
scope, a decisive ruling could potentially 
impact pending JOA applications in 
Manteca, California and York, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Detroit papers, owned by Gannett 
and Knight-Ridder, the nation’s two 
largest newspaper chains, submitted their 
JOA application in April 1986. After 
lengthy hearings, then-Attorney General 
Edwin Meese overruled his own adminis- 
trative law judge and agreed to approve 
the JOA in August 1988. 

Opponents to the Detroit JOA called 
Meese’s decision ‘“‘arbitrary’’ and, with the 
help of the Public Citizen Litigation 
Group, filed suit. Although two lower 
courts sided with the JOA applicants, at 
least four Supreme Court justices have 
apparently agreed that the matter is worth 
another look. Four votes are needed to 
place a case on the calendar. 

JOA foes were jubilant at the decision. 
David Vladeck, an attorney with Public 
Citizen, Ralph Nader’s Washington, 
D.C.-based consumer organization, told 
the Bay Guardian that the court’s willing- 
ness to hear the case was significant re- 
gardless of its final decision. 

“This is certainly a victory for us,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The court hears only one or two 
percent of the cases presented to it, and 
even less when they are opposed by the 
solicitor general, as this one was.”” 

Vladeck said the court’s decision to 
review the case would provide more 
specific legal construction for what consti- 
tute the conditions necessary for future 
JOAs. ‘‘This will throw open the entire 
question of what evidence is needed to get 
a JOA,” he said. ‘‘Meese’s allowance of 
this JOA painted the JOA exemption to 
antitrust law with a broad brush.” 

In defining JOA criteria, Viadeck 
asserted, the courts could prevent a future 
move like Meese’s. ‘“The court’s involve- 
ment raises the specter that the court will 
look over the shoulder of the Justice 
Department to make sure that it does a 
careful job of evaluating any JOA 
applications,’’ he said. 

The San Francisco Examiner, which 
operates under a JOA with the Chronicle, 
relegated news of the Supreme Court 
decision to one paragraph at the end of a 
May Ist story about other court cases on 
page A-8. 

The Chronicle covered the story May 
2nd with a 15-paragraph reprint of a New 
York Times story, edited to include ac- 


knowledgement that the Chronicle itself is 
part of a JOA with the Examiner. 

Bruce Brugmann, editor and publisher 
of the Bay Guardian and a leader in the 
fight against JOAs, said the decision had 
important implications. ‘‘From the 
moment the crybaby billionaire pub- 
lishers brought forth their proposal for 
government-licensed JOA journalism in 
the 1960s, we have considered it one of the 
most dangerous threats ever to the First 
Amendment and freedom of the press,”’ 
he said. 

“Tf the Supreme Court rules in our 
favor, it ought to stop the threat of new 
JOAs in Manteca, York and other com- 
munities with competing papers. If the 
court rules against us, we plan to overturn 
the Newspaper Preservation Act and con- 
tinue fighting JOA proposals until we 
restore once and for all the right to a free 
and independent press.”’ 

Brugmann is chair of the Committee to 
Preserve a Free and Independent Press in 
California.

BROWN ACT 
CASES: MEET 
IN SECRET, 
GOTOTAI 


IN THE first case of its kind in the 36-year 
history of the Ralph M. Brown Open 
Meetings Act, four Lassen County 
supervisors and one former supervisor 
have been charged with criminal violations 
of the landmark open meetings law. 

Lassen County District Attorney 
William Scott filed charges against 
the four supervisors — Hughes de 
Martimprey, Helen Williams, Gary Lemke 
and John Gaither — along with former 
supervisor Jack Jenkins, on March 23rd in 
Lassen County Justice Court. 

The five supervisors are charged with 
holding an illegal closed session on 
September 27, 1988 to grant a county 
employee a raise and to authorize the 
purchase of two new automobiles. One of 
the automobiles was to be used by the 
employee as part of a ‘‘compensation 
package.”’ 

Scott charges that the five ‘‘knowingly”’ 
violated the Brown Act. 

Arraignment is scheduled for June 8th. 
If convicted, the five officials each could 
face as much as six months in jail and as 
much as $2,000 in fines and penalties. 

Terry Francke, general counsel to the 
California Newspaper Publishers Associ- 
ation and an expert on the Brown Act, 
told the Bay Guardian the Lassen County 
case is a first. ‘“This is definitely the only 
case that has gone so far as an arraign- 
ment,’’ he said. 

A number of civil actions brought by 
outraged citizens have been filed against 
government officials under the Brown Act 
during the last 36 years, but never before 
has an officer of the court initiated 
criminal action. 

San Francisco District Attorney Arlo 
Smith has never indicated any willingness 
even to investigate, much less to prosecute, 
possible violations of the Brown Act. A 
spokesperson confirmed that the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s office has 
never filed charges against any official 
under the provisions of the Brown Act.

Francke noted that even if other district 
attorneys across the the state did not fol- 
low the lead of the Lassen County District 
Attorney, the case would certainly have an 
effect on California’s local government 
agencies and commissions. ‘‘This will 
remind people serving on legislative 
bodies, ‘It can happen here,’ ”’ he said.

SF WITHDRAWS 
SUPPORT FOR BILL 
THAT WOULD 
GAG OCS 


THE CITY and County of San Francisco 
has apparently withdrawn its support for a 
state Assembly bill that would restrict the 
amount of public information a city 
agency could release on complaints against 
the police. 

However, the political maneuvering 
around the legislation raises serious ques- 
tions about the way the city’s Sacramento 
lobbyist approaches open government bills 
— and the way city officials monitor what 
the lobbyist is doing. 

The bill, AB 2222, sponsored by Byron 
Sher (D-Palo Alto), would severely reduce 
the amount of information that the Office 
of Citizen Complaints, the city’s civilian 
police watchdog agency, releases on the 
types of complaints filed against police 
officers. The City Charter requires the 
OCC to compile and make public fairly 
detailed statistics on the number and type 
of complaints filed against the local police 
and the final disposition of those com- 
plaints. Sher introduced his bill at the 
request of the City of Palo Alto, after 
Attorney General John Van de Kamp 
issued an opinion stating that cities legally 
could release almost no detailed statistical 
data about police misconduct complaints. 
According to Sher aide Janice Hopcraft, 
the bill was designed to expand the rights 
of cities to release police misconduct data 
beyond what Van de Kamp’s opinion 
would allow. 

However, after the Bay Guardian re- 
ported on the bill April 12th, the ACLU 
evaluated its language and determined that 
the impact would be to limit, not expand, 
what San Francisco’s OCC could release. 

At an April 7th meeting of the city’s 
State Legislation Committee, city lobbyist 
Hellan Dowden recommended the city 
support the legislation. The committee 
went along without raising any serious 
questions. However, Dowden never con- 
tacted the agency that would be hit by the 
new law before making her recommenda- 
tion. OCC Director Michael Langer said 
he was not aware of the legislation or 
Dowden’s recommendation until he was 
contacted by the Bay Guardian. 

“*No one spoke to us about it,”” he said. 

Dowden told the Bay Guardian that she 
did not contact the OCC because ‘‘I didn’t 
even know that they existed.”’ 

But Langer said Dowden should have 
been aware not only of OCC’s existence 
but of its obvious interest in the legisla- 
tion. ‘“‘One of my staff people attended a 
meeting with the lobbyist six months ago,” 
Langer said. 

Dowden also was told about the OCC 
by Lt. Ed Pecinovsky, of the Police De- 
partment’s Legal Division. Pecinovsky told 


the Bay Guardian he had told Dowden 
about the OCC’s interest in the legislation, 
but could not pinpoint the date. 

Langer expressed concern over the effects 
of the proposed legislation. ‘‘I want to see 
legislation that will keep our hands free,” 
Langer said. ‘This will tie our hands.” 

Langer also expressed concern about 
Dowden’s role as the city’s representative 
in Sacramento. ‘‘She has not really been 
listening to us,”’ he said. ‘‘She’s supposed 
to represent the people of San Francisco 
and it would seem she would be interested 
in what we have to say.”” 

The OCC has been prominently fea- 
tured in a recent spate of front-page news 
stories, including the politically divisive . 
Dolores Huerta case, in which Huerta, the 
vice president of the United Farm 
Workers, was beaten by a San Francisco 
police officer last September. 

In the wake of Bay Guardian inquiries 
and lobbying by the ACLU, Board of 
Supervisors President Harry Britt and 
Mayor Art Agnos both adopted public 
positions opposing the bill, and Agnos 
instructed Dowden to do the same when 
the bill appeared in front of the 
Assembly’s Public Safety Committee, 
chaired by John Burton (D-SF) 
on May 2nd. 

Britt asked the Board of Supervisors to 
approve a resolution opposing AB 2222 on 
the board’s immediate adoption calendar 
at its Monday, May Ist meeting, but he 
was blocked by Supervisor Wendy Nelder. 

Nelder refused to give her approval to 
the immediate adoption, and since the pro- 
cess requires unanimous consent, her op- 
position amounted to a veto. She then 
asked that the resolution be sent to commit- 
tee, at which point Britt pulled the measure, 
since it had to be in place for the May 2nd 
committee meeting in Sacramento. 

Nelder — a longtime supporter of the 
police whose father, an ex-San Francisco 
police chief, sits on the Police Com- 
mission — defended her actions. ‘‘I didn’t 
want to vote for something I wasn’t in- 
formed about,’’ she told the Bay Guardian. 

But Britt aide Jean Harris told the Bay 
Guardian that Nelder had raised no 
objection to the resolution when it was 
explained to her before the meeting. ‘“We 
heard nothing from her before the 
meeting,’’ Harris said. 

When asked about her position, Nelder 
gave a clue to her motivation, however. 
“We pay out a lot of money on lawsuits 
against the city, including those against_ 
police officers,” she said. ‘“Some of those 
could be built unfairly with statistics.’’ 

Harris told the Bay Guardian she per- 
sonally delivered a letter to Burton’s com- 
mittee, signed by the nine supervisors who 
supported the change in the city’s position. 
Gayle Orr-Smith, deputy mayor for pub- 
lic safety, also sent a letter urging the bill 
be amended before it passes out of 
committee. 

The ACLU has suggested that amend- 


ments be put into AB 2222 that would 


allow San Francisco’s OCC to continue its 
present practice of releasing monthly, 
detailed statistical reports on police 
misconduct allegations. The FOI Com- 
mittee of the Northern California chapter 
of the Society of Professional Journalists 
opposes the bill. 

The California Newspaper Publishers 
Association, which normally takes strong 
stands in favor of open government, is 
supporting the legislation, although some 
CNPA members are urging the group to 
change its stance.

Fighting homophobia in the SF schools

N MY COMEDY routine I sometimes refer to the Harvey 
: Milk School, an entirely gay and lesbian alternative 

school in New York City. The hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church opposed creating the school. On stage I say: ‘‘When 
Cardinal O’Conner found out about Harvey Milk School, he 
said, ‘A gay high school? Next you’ll be telling me there are 
lesbian nuns!’ Well, so much for reality testing.’’ 

Gay and lesbian students find most schools negative and 
hostile places. They. hear a constant stream of fag jokes, gay- 
bashing stories and ridicule from teachers, principals, 
counselors, coaches and peers. They don’t need the surgeon 
general to warn them that going to school could be hazard- 
ous to their health. 

In the atmosphere of schools like these, many gay and les- 
bian students try to pass for straight — at a high emotional 
cost. They live in terror of being ‘“‘discovered.”’ 

In addition, they receive little accurate information about 
homosexuality and therefore lack preparation for managing 
their social identity as homosexuals. Even sympathetic 
teachers lack the training to help much and most are fearful 
of addressing the issue. 

Gay and lesbian students often cannot rely on parents for 
support in facing a hostile school. Many of these students 
also have serious family problems, from alienation to 
violence or expulsion from home. 

Gay and lesbian students who do not receive appropriate 
support from family, school and the community are at risk of 
developing serious physical, emotional and social dif- 
ficulties. Ignoring these students and their special needs can 
result in illness, self-hatred, loss of human potential or death. 

Inthe San Francisco school district, some progress is being 
made, but it is slow, often disconnected and subject to 
whimsy. Most of the activity has taken place at the school 
board level — resolutions and the like. For instance, the 
board recently passed an anti-slur policy that contains 
references to sexual orientation. Unfortunately, such high- 
level resolutions don’t seem to have much effect down in the 
schools, where ‘‘fag’’ is a byword on the playground and 
“kill the fags’’ eternally favorite grafitti. 

In the schools themselves, a gay and lesbian speakers 
bureau makes classroom presentations (and made headlines 
in the National Enquirer). And through the efforts of 
BANGLE, the gay and lesbian teachers organization, each 
school has a ‘‘gay-sympathetic’’ faculty member designated 
to be available to students. 

Although these efforts have been positive, they have not 
been enough to make much of a dent in the institutionalized 
homophobia that seems to havea stranglehold on the schools 
here in the gay mecca. Some things that come to mind: 
® At one of our academic high schools, a female gym 
teacher chastised two young women for holding hands. The 
students, who are neither lesbian nor homophobic, fought 


for their rights. They were given detention for insubordina- 
tion and received no support from the principal. 

@ At another high school, a member of the football team is 
held down on his stomach during a hazing incident and as- 
saulted with a broomstick in such a violent manner that he 
sustains multiple lacerations to his scrotum. Later that year, 
the same student murders a gay neighbor. It takes a commu- 
nity outcry to overcome police and judicial statements that 
seemed to excuse the crime. The message to the boy’s school- 
mates: Violence against gays is condoned. 


vironment free of physical violence and verbal abuse 

against gay and lesbian students. 
® Schools should provide accurate AIDS information to 
students, teachers, administrators and parents. Here in San 
Francisco we have such admirable and innovative programs 
as the WEDGE, through which people with AIDS make 
school presentations, and the AIDS Education Project for 
Youth, which educates teens and parents about HIV infec- 
tion and prevention. But efforts to bring these groups intc the 
schools has met resistance and lack of cooperation from prin- 
cipals and teachers across the board — an appalling fact in 
view of the life-and-death importance of this issue. 
® Schools should develop dropout-intervention strategies 
aimed at the special needs of these students. The emphasis 
should be on affirmative social experiences, drop-in counsel- 
ing, peer counseling and outreach programs. 
® Schools should provide appropriate training and 
materials for counselors. School counselors often have not 
considered the role of sexuality and sexual orientation as an 
underlying cause of students’ problems. 

In particular, gay and lesbian school staff members need 
to look deep into their hearts and not slam their closet doors 
in the faces of gay youth. 

Schools in other cities have pioneered some models for 
meeting the needs of this special and overlooked population. 

In Los Angeles, Project 10 is a program of general 
counseling and education for gay and non-gay students in 
several high schools. Because of its initial success, the school 
district plans eventually to expand the program to serve all 
secondary schools. 

In New York, the school district has created Harvey Milk 
High School, the only entirely gay and lesbian alternative 
school. It serves a small population of students who could 
not succeed in the conventional high school setting. Some 
school dropouts in San Francisco have told me they would go 
back to school if this kind of setting were available. 

Whatever programs are developed, using ideas from 
other cities and tapping the creativity of our own school 
staff and students, the San Francisco Unified School Dis- 
trict has the responsibility to provide the services and sensi- 
tivity that gay and lesbian students need in order to get the 
most out of their education. a

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DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Governor George Deukmejian 
has proposed drastic and un- 
precedented cuts in state 
funding for county-based men- 
tal health facilities. 

According to a ‘Declaration 
of Conscience” authored by 
the California Psychiatric 
Association and the Chiefs of 
Psychiatric Medicine of 
California's Medical Schools, 
the state’s mental health 
system — even without the 
proposed cuts — is in a crisis 
because of lack of funds. 

For example: 

San Diego turns away nine 
out of ten people seeking ad- 
mission to a facility due to 
acute mental illness. 

In San Francisco, the only 
facility space available is for 
people involuntarily locked up 
because they are considered 
a threat to themselves and/or 
others. Most people seeking in- 
patient mental health care are 
seen in the emergency room 
and released the same day. 

Los Angeles shut down 
eight outpatient clinics due to 
lack of funds, denying 
desperately needed services 
to 20,000 people. 

In the face of this situation, 
Deukmejian has threatened to 
cut $229 million of mental 
health funding from the budget. 

The people most immediate- 
ly affected by the cuts are — 
not surprisingly — those that 
need the programs the most. 
These people include working- 
and middle-class Californians 
whose medical insurance does 
not cover mental health, the 
poor without medical in- 
surance, single mothers, 
minorities, the handicapped 
and every other Californian 
who relies on the state mental 
health system as the care pro- 
vider of last resort. 

The impact of Deukmejian's 
cuts puts the burden of pro- 
viding mental health care on 
the already strained county 
budgets. 

San Francisco is no excep- 
tion, as health officials are 
steadying themselves for a 
$10 million cut in the city 
Health Department's budget, 
which would wipe out much of 
the psychiatric care provided 
by San Francisco General 
Hospital. Deukmejian's pro- 
posed cuts would take away 
another approximately $25 
million targeted for San Fran- 
cisco mental health services. 

Dr. Francis Lu, Director of 
Inpatient Psychiatry at San 
Francisco General, told the Bay 
Guardian, ‘‘We are routinely full 
right now. Further cutbacks will 
overwhelm the system.” 

According to Lu, the result 
would be an increase in the 
population living on the 
streets, many of whom would 
be unable to care for them- 
selves or might pose threats to 
others. 

An ad hoc coalition of 
health professionals and ad- 
vocates is planning a march in 
Sacramento on May 8th, to 
emphasize the need for con- 
tinued and increased funding 
for mental health and health 
programs generally. For more

Ballpark foes hire manager 


OPPONENTS OF the downtown baseball 
stadium, organized under the banner of 
San Franciscans for Planning Priorities, 
have hired the political consulting firm of 
Barnes Clark Inc., which has handled a 
wide variety of local and statewide cam- 
paigns in the past. The move indicates that 
the group, which consists largely of neigh- 
borhood organizations, is raising a decent 
sum of money for the battle. Consultants 
like Barnes Clark don’t come cheap. 

Much of the strongest opposition to the 
China Basin ballpark proposal comes from 
organizations and individuals in the 
Potrero Hill area, the center of Mayor Art 
Agnos’ former 16th District Assembly seat. 
The proposed ballpark would have signifi- 
cant impacts on the traffic, the environment 
and the quality of life in that area. 

Nancy Lindborg, who is handling the 
account for Barnes Clark, told the Bay 
Guardian that the role of the company is 
to ‘‘organize people opposed to the 
stadium.”’ She said her agency’s fees were 
coming from a wide variety of ballpark 
opponents, including recipients of a direct- 
mail fundraising campaign conducted by 
Barnes Clark. 

Lindborg added that plans to oppose 
any ballot referendum on the ballpark are 
not in place yet, but if the issue does reach 
the ballot, she expected it to be as vague as 
the 1987 Proposition W package, which 
was rejected by the voters. ‘‘They [down- 
town stadium proponents] have a number 
of regulatory issues that they have to deal 
with before they can get it on the ballot,’’ 
she said. ‘‘I don’t think they can do it 
quickly enough.’’ 


Police Commission: Let it be 
CRITICS HAVE long noted the San 
Francisco Police Commission’s tendency 
to take a /aissez-faire approach to en- 
forcing the rules of the City Charter. But 
at its April 26th meeting, the commission 
went a step further: It failed to take action 
to enforce its own rules — in this case, 
requirements that police officers cooperate 
with the Office of Citizen Complaints. The 
rules include a provision for automatic 
Police Commission hearings in any 
instance when an officer refuses to 
cooperate with the agency. 

Police Officers Association President 
Michael Keys recently sent a letter to all 
POA members, urging them not to re- 
spond to Office of Citizen Complaint 
requests for written information about any 
complaint filed against them. 

The POA bulletin went out the third 
week of April — but the commission has 
refused to take any action on the issue. 

When the issue was raised at the com- 
mission’s April 26th meeting, President 
Louis Giraudo read aloud a letter from 
Keys to Police Chief Frank Jordan, in 
which Keys claimed that the issue had been 
discussed — and largely resolved — with 
the OCC. OCC Director Michael Langer, 
hewever, insists no such thing occurred. 


School job won back 


SAN FRANCISCO Unified School 
District employee Ted Samuels has finally 
been vindicated, after a four-year struggle 
over his job. 

Samuels was fired from his position as 
General Manager of KALW-EM, the dis- 
trict’s public radio station, in December 
1985, by then-Superintendent Robert 
Alioto. Alioto critics attributed the firing 
to patronage politics. 

Samuels fought for reinstatement and 
the reimbursement of lost wages. Last 








week his fight ended when he received an 
apology from the district, a cash settle- 
ment and a consulting position. The 
largely unpublicized Samuels affair played 
a significant role in the eventual ouster of 
Alioto and the exposure of the district’s 
patronage employment system. While 
Superintendent of Schools Ramon Cortines 
has gone a long way to clean up the 
situation, it was the Samuels affair that 
first really dragged the issue into the day- 
light. Congratulations, Ted. 


Cal/OSHA back to life 


THE CALIFORNIA Division of the 
Occupational Health and Safety Adminis- 
tration reopened its doors on May Ist: 

Governor George Deukmejian abolished 
the agency in 1987, but organized labor 
and its allies went to the ballot to restore 
it, and in June 1988, the voters came 
down strongly on the side of workplace 
safety. In the interim, the state agency’s 
job was left to the federal OSHA, which 
lacks sufficient staff and budget to oversee 
conditions at anywhere near the level at- 
tained by Cal/OSHA. 

The statewide headquarters of the office 
is in San Francisco, at 525 Golden Gate 
Ave., 557-1946. The regional office is at 


455 Golden Gate Ave., room 1193, 
557-1677. 
PUC looks for a leader 


THE SAN Francisco Public Utilities Com- 
mission has circulated an official job an- 
nouncement for the position of general 
manager. The announcement is almost cer- 
tain to set off intense inside maneuvering 
for the powerful $115,000-a-year post. 

The application deadline is May 10th, 
and PUC officials say they hope the 
position will be filled by July. 

The general manager’s job is critical to 
the administration of the Hetch Hetchy 
system and potentially to the future of 
public power in San Francisco. 

Ultimately, Mayor Art Agnos will be the 
one who choses the successor to retiring 
General Manager Dean Coffey, so the 
decision will also be a statement about 
Agnos’s commitment to public power. 
Anyone interested in the position can send

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Chronicle coverage favors 


Salvadoran right

N APRIL 19th, two members of the Co-Madres 

(Committee of Mothers of the Disappeared) of El 

Salvador were abducted by the security forces of the 
newly elected right-wing ARENA party government. On 
April 20th, the Salvadoran military raided the offices of the 
Christian Committee for the Displaced and the United Front 
of Salvadoran Trade Unionists. 

The Christian Committee for the Displaced reported de- 
tails of these attacks to the San Francisco office of the Cen- 
tral America Refugee Committee: Seventy people, including 
30 children and five pregnant women, were taken from the 
offices of the Committee for the Displaced, and many are 
still being held by Treasury Police. (Those already released 
report that people in custody are being tortured.) 

The Salvadoran government has strongly hinted that these 
brutal attacks against labor and human rights workers are 
justified as retaliation for the April 14th bombing of Vice 
President Merino’s home and the April 19th assassination of 
Attorney General Roberto Garcia. The ARENA government 
claims that leftist rebels are responsible for both these attacks. 

Reports in the San Francisco Chronicle uncritically echoed 
this government assertion, although the government offered 
no evidence to support its claim and non-government sources 
held opposing views. Coverage of these incidents raises 
serious questions about the responsibility of the press to 
check facts before publishing and to correct false informa- 
tion published by mistake. 

Even more serious, though, is the fact that the two bomb 
attacks, which were likely carried out by the right and not the 
left, were used to justify brutal military attacks against 
civilians and to provide a rationale for proposed legislation 
to suspend constitutional rights. 

The Chronicle’s April 15th World Report section reported 
“guerrillas bombed the home of El Salvador’s rightist vice- 
president elect.’’ On April 20th, a front-page report by Tom 
Gibb cited Salvadoran government sources accusing 
“Marxist rebels’’ of the assassination of Attorney General 
Garcia. The report quoted U.S. Ambassador William Walker, 
accusing the Farabundo Marti Nacional Liberacion of ‘‘trying 
to drag this place back to the violence of the early Eighties.’’ 

This article did not mention that, within hours after 
Garcia’s murder, a right-wing death squad, the ‘‘Gerardo 
Barrios Civic Force Commandos,”’ claimed responsibility 
for the assassination and the attack on the vice president. 

Gibb’s article did note that as of press time no one had 
taken credit for the attorney general’s murder. Yet the arti- 
cle reads as a strong indictment of the FMLN, even suppor- 
ting this charge by recalling FMLN murders of mayors last 
year. Gibb suggested a motive by noting that Garcia had 
vowed to prosecute rebel leaders for “‘terrorist action.” 
Gibb, however, did not report that Garcia had also insisted 
on prosecuting right-wing ARENA members involved in a 
kidnapping-for-profit ring. 

When the Media Alliance Central America Committee 
received news of the death squad confession, I contacted 
Mike Bigelow at the Chronicle Foreign News Editor’s Desk 
and Jack Breibart, Chronicle assistant managing editor. I 
asked them to explain why they used only government 
sources for the April 20th article and requested that the 
Chronicle run another front-page article reporting the con- 
fession of the right-wing death squad. 

About sources for the April 20th story, Bigelow said they 
could only report what they were told. Breibart went over the 
article with me paragraph by paragraph but was unable to 
point to any examples of balance in it and said he didn’t 
know why the murders of the mayors had been included. 

I asked why the Chronicle had not reported any of the 
numerous attacks by the government against civilians since 


ARENA won the Salvadoran presidential election March 20th. 
Breibart said he thought the Chronicle had covered some of 
these attacks, but his own review revealed no such reports. 

Among the stories the Chronicle managed to miss were the 
April Sth abduction and murder of Cristina Gomez, a mem- 
ber of the National Coordination of Salvadoran Women, 
and the April 19th kidnapping of Co-Madres member Gloria 
Alicia Galan and her daughter. Some April 20th editions of 
the Chronicle did report, in a paragraph at the end of Gibb’s 
article, that the military had bombed a field hospital, killing 
several people. 

On April 21st the Chronicle reported that the “‘Gerard 
Barrios Civic Force Commandos”’ claimed responsibility for 
the attacks on the vice president and the attorney general. But 
in contrast to the previous day’s front-page article featuring 
unsubstantiated accusations against the left, the Chronicle 
gave the right-wing confessions only a few sentences on 
page A-27, in an article about the government raid on the 
Christian Committee for the Displaced. The article reported 
that the ‘‘Commandos’”’ claimed responsibility for the at- 
torney general’s murder, then immediately repeated the 
government claim that “‘leftist rebels’’ were responsible. 

The April 21st report also gave only one sentence to Defense 
Minister Casanova’s proposed legislation to ‘‘curb organiza- 
tions that the government considers guerrilla fronts.’’ Not 
reported is the fact that the Salvadoran government considers 
every human rights, labor, student, women, peasant, 
religious, etc. organization a ‘‘guerrilla front,’’ so this pro- 
posal represents a major threat to thousands of civilians. 

A Chronicle insider reports that the paper did not give 
much weight to the death squad confession because neither 
Gibb nor anyone else there had heard of this new death 
squad. Yet Gibb was not skeptical enough of the charges by 
ARENA (infamous for its death squad activities) to speak 
with anyone but its representatives. It would appear that 
Gibb’s skepticism is quite selective. 

Wasn’t Gibb’s skepticism aroused by the unexplained 
facts surrounding the attorney general’s assassination: that 
the driver and bodyguard were not injured; that the car’s oc- 
cupants did nothing when someone ran up and placed some- 
thing on the car; that soldiers half a block away failed to react 
to the bombing or to find the bomber; that the FMLN, which 
has consistently taken credit for its military actions, did not 
claim responsibility for this high-level assassination? 

Sources in El Salvador say that deep divisions within 
ARENA, within the military and between ARENA and the 
military made Garcia a target for the right wing. 

The U.S. press has an especially grave responsibility 
because its reporting may have an effect on events in El 
Salvador. If the U.S. press had pressed for proof of FMLN 
involvement, asked hard questions about the Garcia murder 
and made an effort to consult non-government sources, 
events might have developed very differently in El Salvador. 
Since U.S. readers had just been told that the FMLN 
assassinated a civilian government leader, the ARENA 
government may have felt the U.S. climate was right to per- 
mit a major escalation of repression in El Salvador. 

In the coming months, as ARENA intensifies its attacks 
on civilians, if the U.S. press continues to report only ‘‘what 
it is told,’’ the danger to the Salvadoran people will also in- 
tensify. The numbers of those abducted and murdered are 
already growing. The question for U.S. media — and specifi- 
cally the Chronicle — is what role they will play. Will they in- 
form people of the harsh reality in El Salvador, or will they make 
it easier for abuses to continue by suppressing information? 

In El Salvador, the press often reports what it is told because 
of fear of repression. What is the Chronicle’s excuse?

Computerization of government records: 
Willit herald anew era in government

Her 
supervisor assures her the chemicals she 
works with every day are perfectly safe, 
but she isn’t so sure. 

So she goes to the public library, sits 
down at a computer terminal and calls 
up an Environmental Protection 
Agency ‘‘database’’ — a large file of in- 
formation stored on a computer disk. 
The database lists all the toxic chemicals 
used at her plant. When she has the list, 
she uses a modem to telephone the Na- 
tional Library of Medicine, where she 
gets access to another database that 
describes the chemicals’ toxicity. 

She discovers that one of the chem- 
icals does, indeed, produce the symp- 
toms she is experiencing. She takes that 
information to a local newspaper, 
where a reporter sorts through EPA 
records on the paper’s computer and 
discovers that high emissions of the 
chemical is a problem industrywide. 
Another EPA database he hooks up to 
by telephone tells him what is con- 
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quate ventilation in workrooms where 
the chemical is used. 

A congressional information data- 
base then tells him that legislators have 
twice introduced a bill that would in- 
crease EPA’s and OSHA’s oversight of 
the industry, but the bill has died both 
times — in acommittee controlled bya 
local congressman. 

Moving from one agency’s computer 
records to another’s, the reporter 
determines that the congressman has 
not only received campaign contribu- 
tions from many chip manufacturers, 
but that he has received thousands of 
dollars in honoraria from related in- 
dustry groups and that his wife owns 
stock in the very company where the 
woman with the symptoms works. 

Between them, the employee and the 
reporter have collected a huge amount 
of information, adding up to a power- 
ful case against a big local company 
and a powerful local politician — the 
sort of investigation that once would 
have taken months. But this time, 
they’ve done it all in a single afternoon. 

That scenario is, of course, fictitious

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library of the 
future. 

The books are 
still there, but 
so, too, are the computers. At one 
terminal, a bilingual student is re- 
searching a school paper with a pro- 
gram that walks her through the 
library’s collection — in her native 
Mandarin. At another, a prospec- 
tive homebuyer is conducting his 
own title search. And at still 
another, a soon-to-be traveler is 
| hooked up to an electronic bulletin 
\ board in Lisbon that gives him a 

schedule of public events planned 

during his visit. 

And most of the users aren’t even 
in the main library. In a branch li- 
brary, a community activist is using 
computerized rent board records to 
document a surge in evictions in her 
neighborhood. At City Hall, a plan- 
ner is analyzing 1990 census data by 
census tract. And at small com- 
munity newspaper, an investigative 
reporter is compiling state, federal 
and local campaign contributions 
made by a downtown developer. 

This vision is a far cry from to- 
day’s San Francisco Public Library, 
but if City Librarian Ken Dowlin 
has his way, it won’t be for long. 

Dowlin, a nationally recognized 
authority on electronic libraries, 
holds a degree in systems analysis, 
as well as one in library science. 
During his 27 years in the field, he 
has supervised the construction of 
three new libraries, and now he has 
a chance to build a fourth. 

Last November, San Francisco 
voters approved Measure A, a 
$109.5 million bond measure to 
renovate branch libraries and to 
build a new main library. One of the 
campaign arguments against just 
restoring the old main library was 
that the present structure could not 
be easily wired to accommodate a 
state-of-the-art electronic library. 

Dowlin complains that people 
too often plan for just ten years 
ahead. Instead, he told the Bay 
Guardian, he wants to build ‘‘a 
library for the 21st century.’’ And 
for Dowlin, a computer expert who 
believes “‘access to information is a 
basic right,’’ one of the major roles 
of the new library will be the dissem- 
ination of electronically stored in- 
formation. : 

Using the sorts of images one 
would expect from a librarian, 
Dowlin divides the creation of the 
new library into three stages. The 
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actual design and construction of 
the new main library he calls the 
Alexandrian Project. The Her- 
culean Project will be ‘‘cleaning out 
of the Aegean stables,’’ he said, 
noting that the library has an esti- 
mated 10 million items in its collec- 
tion, including maps, records, 
books, and periodicals. 

The third task, the Mercury Proj- 
ect, is acquiring the electronic tech- 
nology needed to network the dif- 
ferent parts of the library system, 
and to connect the library to other 
city agencies, civic and community 
groups, other libraries worldwide 
and some of the 3,600 on-line data- 
bases now available. To complete 
the Mercury Project, Dowlin will be 
able to draw on his experience as 
head of Colorado Springs, Colorado 
publiclibrary, which he says had more 
computer terminals than employ- 
ees. The Colorado Springs library’s 
computers contained information 
on referrals for adult day care, the 
city’s car-pooling program, an elec- 
tronic bulletin board, information 
on the city’s transit system and 
more. ‘‘What happens is that the 
public starts getting a critical mass 
of information for problem- 
solving,’’ he said. 

In San Francisco, the potential 
for electronic information dissemi- 
nation is enormous. The city’s 
library is part of the Federal De- 
pository Library Program, and the 
federal government is currently ex- 
perimenting with the use of com- 
pact disks to distribute informa- 
tion like census data and En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
records on toxic chemical emis- 
sions (see story, page 15). 

The library is also the designated 
depository for city records, and 
while the city is not as far along as 
the federal government on the com- 
puterization of records, it is making 
strides. The Assessor’s Office, for 
example, keeps a database of infor- 
mation on properties in the city, the 
Recorder’s Office has a computer- 
ized index of the documents it stores 
on microfiche and the Superior 
Court can sort past civil cases by the 
names of the defendants or the 
plaintiffs. 

The library is an obvious distribu- 
tion point for city records. Dowlin 
already has the expertise and the in- 
terest in making city government 
databases publicly available. He 
said he once set up a ‘‘full-blown, in- 
tegrated database’ for the city of 
Casper, Wyoming. Already, with

federal funding obtained through a 
state program, the library has estab- 
lished the ‘‘San Francisco Connec- 
tions” program, with two positions 
for librarians to figure out where city 
documents are stored in City Hall 
and to design ‘‘information flow 
charts”’ and ‘‘prototypical databases 
of city resources,’’ he said. 

Dowlin said some city agencies 
have expressed interest in the proj- 
ect, such as the Health Department, 
which could supply a database of 
health information through the li- 
brary. There may, however, be 
limits to how far city officials will be 
willing to go with such a program. 
“*We’re moving ahead, but it’s kind 
of slow,’’ he said. ‘‘As you know, in 
this city, the politics is very com- 
plicated.” 

In Casper, Dowlin offered to set 
up a system through which people 
could do their own title searches, 
but the City Council heard from 
people who do title searches for a 
living. ‘“‘Of course, they also gave 
money to political campaigns, and 
the council said, ‘No, we don’t want 
you to do that,’ ’’ Dowlin said. 

Some files, like police records of 
ongoing investigations, may need to 
be sealed from the public, and, as 
Dowlin pointed out, city agencies 
like the Assessor’s Office may be 
afraid of computer viruses entering 
the system over modem lines. ‘*But 
maybe the public component might 
be downloaded into the library 
computer,’ he said, ‘‘and then 
that could be downloaded into a 
home computer.”’ 

(There are further problems, too: 
I pointed out that perhaps a city de- 
partment like the Assessor’s Office 
might have objections to opening 
up its computers to, say, an in- 
vestigative reporter from the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘That’s between you 
and them,’” he said.) 

For Dowlin, electronic informa- 
tion dissemination is an essential 
part of his vision of San Fran- 
cisco’s new library. ‘‘What we need 
to create is the Rosetta Stone of the 
2ist century,”’ he said, referring to the 
stone which provided the key to 
translating hieroglyphics used by 
Egyptian priests. The stone, he said, 
was ‘‘a monument to knowledge 
that everyone could see and admire, 
if not understand. It provided the 
key for later scientists attempting to 
unlock the past — and perhaps today, 
it can serve as asymbol of the future.”

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— but it’s not all that far from reality. 
The EPA, OSHA and National Library 
of Medicine databases already exist, and 
anyone with a personal computer and a 
modem can tap into the wealth of 
valuable information they contain. 

In fact, the federal government cur- 
rently spends more than $15 billion 
dollars a year computerizing its vast 
storehouses of information. Most state 
and local governments are still several 
years behind the feds, but they, too, 
will soon have most or all of their 
records and data in electronic files. 

Potentially, computerization of 
federal, state and local governments 
could herald a new era of what pro- 
ponents call ‘‘electronic democracy.” 
Journalists, activists, political groups 
and concerned citizens all could soon 
be connected, through the telephone 
lines, to information sources that 
would let them research, monitor and 
scrutinize every detail of what their 
elected officials are doing. Computer 
bulletin boards would allow them to 
spread that information cheaply, 
quickly and easily to thousands of 
others, undercutting the power of big 
news media monopolies and giving a 
whole new meaning to the notion of ac- 
countable government. 

But there’s another side to the story. 

Around the country, as government 
agencies computerize their records, 
freedom-of-information advocates are 
finding disturbing indications that the 
promise of electronic democracy could 
be unplugged before it ever comes on 
line. The onset of the Information Age, 
they say, is allowing government agen- 
cies to compile ever-more information 
about citizens — but the citizens may 
wind up with even less access to infor- 
mation about the government than 
they have now. 

When it comes to paper documents, 
several laws explicitly recognize the 
public’s “‘right to know’’ what the gov- 
ernment is doing in its name. Those 
laws are the result of a long struggle by 
public-interest advocates to keep gov- 
ernment accessible and accountable. 

But existing laws don’t specifically 
extend those same rights to computer- 
ized information. In some cases, 
government agencies are using com- 
puterization as a way to get around FOI 
laws. And now many of the groups that 
fought for open government two 
decades ago are gearing up for another 
battle that may prove to be just as dif- 
ficult, and-just as important, as the bat- 
tle that led to passage of the Freedom of 
Information Act in 1966. 

“The constituency that has pressed 
for the public’s right to know is only 
now beginning to demand access to 
government electronic information,” 
Jerry Berman, director of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union Information 
Technology Project, told the Bay 
Guardian. 

“They’re only beginning now to use 
the technology and there’s an urgent 
need for all of us to get up to speed. The 
longer we wait, the more decisions are 
being made about information policy 
which do not flow from a basic com- 
mitment to public access to electronic 
information. And those decisions are 
creating barriers to access that, over 
time, will be difficult to undo.”’ 





HE BATTLE over freedom 

of information and com- 

puterization is a manifesta- 

tion of one of the most pro- 

found social dilemmas of the 

20th Century: Technology is increasing 

by leaps and bounds — but our ability 

to understand and cope with the 

political implications of that 
technology is lagging far behind. 

Unless the freedom-of-information 

forces mobilize quickly to demand that 

the new technologies be put to work for 


the public interest, the forces of secrecy 
could easily scuttle the best hopes of the 
Information Age. 

The battles are shaping up around a 
number of critical issues: 
@ The federal Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act: The landmark 1966 law 
says that government ‘‘records’’ must 
be made available on demand unless 
the government can prove they are ex- 
empt. Although the term ‘‘records’’ 
has been interpreted very broadly in the 
courts, the act does not specifically 
mention computerized information. 
That omission has left many key ques- 
tions unresolved, and government 
agencies are taking advantage of the 
confusion to frustrate attempts to 
secure electronic information in a 
usable form. 
@ The federal 1980 Paperwork 
Reduction Act: This act also does not 
explicitly recognize any public right to 
obtain information in electronic form. 
It gives the Office of Management and 
Budget authority to develop govern- 
mentwide policies for collecting and 
disseminating information. OMB has 
called for ‘‘maximum feasible reliance 
on the private sector,’’ but the private 
sector may be unwilling to distribute in- 
formation that doesn’t have commer- 
cial applications, and the services it will 
offer may be too expensive for many 
citizens to use. 
@ Privacy rights: In March, the U.S. 
Supreme Court denied a news media re- 
quest fora Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion ‘‘rap sheet’’ on a businessman ac- 
cused of having ties to organized crime, 
saying that the release of the informa- 
tion would constitute an invasion of 
privacy. The court noted that all of the 
information in the rap sheet was al- 
ready available in scattered places — 
but ruled that the data posed a greater 
privacy threat once it was gathered into 


a single file. FOI advocates fear that 
kind of argument could lead the govern- 
ment to limit access to many valuable 
government databases, which essentially 
compile existing scattered information 
into a central, usable form. 

@ National security: In 1986, a 
federal interagency committee began 
identifying ‘‘sensitive, but unclas- 
sified’’ information that might cause 
problems if obtained by unfriendly 
powers, and developing ways to 
protect computer databases that con- 
tained such information. The task force 
was disbanded in 1987, but public in- 
terest groups say the threat of the ‘‘mil- 
itarization of information’’ still exists. 
® Political resistance: For citizens 
to use computer databases effectively, 
information often must be available at 
the local, state and federal level. But 
few government officials at any level 
are truly interested in making more in- 
formation available — and in most 
parts of the country, at least some of- 
ficials at some levels of government are 
dragging their feet, potentially under- 
mining the usefulness of what others 
are doing. 


ROBLEMS surrounding com- 

puterization have stimulated 

a major national policy 

debate. Last October, both 

the Office of Technology 
Assessment and the Administrative 
Conference of the United States issued 
reports on electronic information 
dissemination, and Berman has written 
a57-page report onthe subject that is 
scheduled to be published next month 
by the Markle Foundation and. Duke 
University Press. 

Meanwhile, several public-interest 
and professional groups have thrown 
themselves into the debate, including 
the American Library Association, the 


Information Industry Association, the 
Reporters Committee for Freedom of 
the Press, the American Library 
Association and Computer Profes- 
sionals for Social Responsibility. And 
on April 18th, the House Subcomittee 
on Government Information, Justice 
and Agriculture held the first of several 
planned hearings on the subject. 

The issues are immensely com- 
plicated, but they boil down to a few 
basic questions: How much informa- 
tion should the government gather? 
How much of it should the public have 
access to — and in what form should 
the information be available? 

On one matter, there is little debate. 
Current federal laws do not properly 
address the issues posed by com- 
puterization. The landmark Freedom of 
Information Act barely even mentions 
the concept of electronic data, much less 
describes how it should be treated. 

Several court cases, as well as most 
agency regulations, clearly recognize 
that electronically stored data files are, 
like pieces of paper, government rec- 
ords. However, exactly how that infor- 
mation should be released is not defined, 
and the courts have been left to sort out 
conflicts on a case-by-case basis. 

This issue is more than academic. 
For many researchers, journalists and 
activists, information that is on a com- 
puter tape or disk is easy to sort and 
combine with other relevant data, since 
it can simply be loaded into the research- 
er’s own computer. However, infor- 
mation that is on paper or microfilm is 
far more time-consuming and difficult 
to use, since every bit of it has to be 
manually typed into a computer before 
it can be processed. 

But some federal agencies have 
recently argued that data is data — and 
that, under law, the government can 
keep its computer files to itself and give 


the public the data in aless usable form. 

The Department of Interior, for ex- 
ample, recently reftised to supply a 
computer tape listing applicants for a 
oil and gas lottery, choosing to supply 
the information on microfiche instead. 
A federal court sided with the depart- 
ment, and ruled that the microfiche 
supplied the same quantity of informa- 
tion in a “‘reasonably accessible form.” 


HE QUESTION of form 

goes even further — and gets 

even more complex. A com- 

puter database is often 

valuable not because it con- 
tains anything that isn’t available 
elsewhere — but because it brings a lot 
of relevant data together into one 
place. But it’s not clear that federal 
agencies that have the ability to create 
comprehensive databases combining 
various files are under any legal obliga- 
tion to do so. 

If someone requests paper 
documents under FOIA, a government 
agency must undertake a reasonable 
search for those documents. But a 
report is either on a shelf somewhere or 
it’s not. No one expects a government 
agency to write anew report to honor a 
FOIA request. 

With computerized databases, it is 
sometimes possible to generate a new 
— and useful — report just by pro- 
gramming the computer to sort existing 
data and print the results. How far 
must an agency go to comply with a 
FOIA request beforeit is creating anew 
record rather than making a existing 
record public? Can an agency be re- 
quired to write a special program to 
comply with a request if existing pro- 
grams can retrieve the data quickly? 

Those questions arose in 1980 in the 
Supreme Court’s ruling in Forsham vs.

A new coalition 
against secrecy 


State and local officials have been finding new ways 
to avoid the state's public-access laws. But now, 
the public and the press have anew way to fight back — 
the California First Amendment Coalition

ALIFOR- 
nia’s Ralph 
M. Brown 
Act requiring 
open meet- 
ings of state and county agencies has 
been on the books since 1953. The 
Bagley-Keene Act, passed in 1967, ap- 
plies many of the same open meetings 
requirements to state agencies, boards 
and commissions. And the California 
Public Records Act, enacted a year later, 
requires that most state and local govern- 
ment documents be open to the public. 

But those laws tend to be, as Shake- 
speare said, ‘‘More honored in the 
breach than the observance.” 

Now, a year-old group called the 
California First Amendment Coalition 
is out to change things. The organiza- 
tion brings together for the first time 
the combined power of the major daily 
and local weekly press, the radio and 
broadcast outlets and the wire services, 
along with expert attorneys, to pressure 
public officials to obey the existing pub- 
lic access laws and to work for changes 
when those laws are inadequate. 

The task is daunting: Across the 
state, public officials have become so 
sophisticated at avoiding public 
scrutiny that editors say it has become 
almost impossible to cover City Hall 





adequately. As one observer noted, 
“They’ve become so clever at avoiding 
the law; I just wish they’d use that 
cleverness for the public good.”’ 

News media and public interest 
groups often lack the resources to press 
the issue in the courts, and when they 
do seek judicial relief, lower court 
judges who are not fully familiar with 
access issues often fail to uphold the let- 
ter or the intent of access laws. 

Frontline journalists, editors and 
media lawyers agree the problem is get- 
ting worse. ‘‘There is a consensus 
among editors,’’ Mel Opotowsky, 
senior managing editor of the Press- 


Enterprise of Riverside County, told the 


Bay Guardian, ‘‘that there has been a 
sharp increase in the abuse of access 
laws by public agencies. Many of them 
attribute that development to the lack 
of an aggressive press in countering 
those abuses. There have been some 
very notable exceptions, but the overall 
effect has been that public officials and 
their attorneys have been getting away 
with what they want to get away with.”’ 
Most newspapers and broadcast sta- 
tions have their own set of horror 
stories to prove Opotowsky’s point, 
and the Bay Guardian is no exception. 
Consider just a few examples from the 
past two years: 
® On Dec. 16, 1987, City Hall activist

Walter O’Donnell called from a pay- 
phone to tell us the San Francisco Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission would be 
meeting at 8:30 the next morning in an 
obscure City Hall basement room to 
ram through the PG&E power sales 
contracts. A Bay Guardian investiga- 
tion had shown that the secretly nego- 
tiated contracts would cost the city $4.1 
billion a year over 30 years and favored 
PG&E. Bay Guardian Editor and Pub- 
lisher Bruce B. Brugmann informed the 
commission that the meeting had not 
been properly noticed under the Brown 
Act, and the PUC postponed the meeting. 
@ Last fall, the Bay Guardian re- 
quested the list of applicants to city 
commissions and the applications 
themselves to find whether there was 
corruption in the selection process. 
Were appointments going to political 
contributors, for example, or were 
public-power advocates being passed 
over in favor of PG&E employees? The 
Mayor’s Office denied the request, 
claiming that releasing the applications 
would infringe on applicants’ privacy. 
@ Just this month, a federal judge 
sealed the records in a case of alleged 
police misconduct in the George Smoot 
homicide. The Bay Guardian, the Ex- 
aminer and the First Amendment Coali- 
tion asked the judge to keep the records 
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public. Attorneys for the police argued 
that the press had no standing before the 
court. Although the press did have 
standing, the judge sealed the records. 


HERE ARE DOZENS more 
such examples, like the 
Marin Board of Supervisors 
meeting over lunch at a 
restaurant, or the San Fran- 
cisco City Attorney claiming internal 
Mayor’s Office memos are exempt 
from the California Public Records 
Act under attorney-client privilege. 
Cases like these have led journalism 
organizations around the state to 
band together to form the California 
First Amendment Coalition. 

Opotowsky, the organization’s first 
president, told the Bay Guardian, ““We 
formed the California First Amend- 
ment Coalition to have as its goal an ab- 
solute change in the attitude public of- 
ficials and judges in this state have 
toward the access laws. We want peo- 
pleto know that it is their laws and their 
access that is at stake — and we want 
the laws obeyed.” 

The coalition is but the latest chapter 
in the media’s long struggle for more 
access for themselves and. for the 
public. The story goes back to 1952, 
when Mike Harris wrote a series for the 
Chronicle called ‘‘Our Secret Govern- 
ment.’’ The article created a stir among 
journalists and public-interest groups 
and helped prompt the passage of the 
Brown Act in 1953. 

Continuing attempts to restrict ac- 
cess to government information led to the 
creation in 1966 of a somewhat infor- 
mal group called the California 
Freedom of Information Committee, 
which worked with the Legislature and 
the judiciary to open up the govern- 
ment and the courts. 

About three years ago, the Califor- 
nia Society of Newspaper Editors add- 
ed another weapon to the media’s ac- 
cess arsenal when it contracted with the 
Oakland law firm of Crosby, Heafey, 
Roach & May to operate an ‘‘Action-

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Harris, a case which hung on whether 
FOIA required the creation of new 
records. Justice William Rehnquist, 
writing for the majority, said no. 

“The FOIA deals with ‘agency 
records,’ not information in the 
abstract,’’ he wrote. 

But in a dissenting opinion, Justice 
William Brennan took a broader ap- 
proach to the issue. ‘‘FOIA is a broad 
enactment meant to open the processes 
of government to public inspection,”’ 
he noted. ‘‘It reflects a finding that if 
left to themselves agencies would 
Operate in near secrecy. FOIA was, 
therefore, enacted to provide access to 
information to enable ‘an informed 
electorate,’ so ‘vital to the proper opera- 
tion of a democracy,’ to govern itself.’’ 

The court went a step further this 
year, in the case of Department of 
Justice vs. Reporters Committee for 
Freedom of the Press. A CBS reporter 
had requested the FBI rap sheet of a 
man who reportedly had ties to 
organized crime through a family bus- 
iness. The FBI refused the request, and 
the reporter and the Washington-based 
Reporters Committee took the Justice 
Department to court. 

In a March 22nd decision, the high 
court reached a remarkable — and to 
some FOI advocates, alarming — con- 
clusion. 

Writing for the majority, Justice 
John Paul Stevens acknowledged that 
all the information contained in rap 
sheets is already publicly available 
through court records. However, he 
argued that there is a ‘‘distinction, in 
terms of personal privacy, between 
scattered disclosure of the bits of infor- 
mation contained in arap sheet and the 
rap sheet as a whole.”’ 

In other words, the court seemed to 
be saying, when you put a lot of public 
information together in the same 
place, as computer databases do, the 
information can suddenly become 
private, and the government can pre- 
vent its release. 

That raises a truly disturbing 
possibility: If government agencies 
stop maintaining small, individual files 
on specific subjects, and load all of 
their information into large databases, 
can they then argue that material once 


freely available has now become secret? 


OT SURPRISINGLY, a con- 

cept that has frustrated FOI 

activists for two decades — 

“national security’’ — is also 

involved in the debate over 
computerization. In fact, federal of- 
ficials have tried to use the rubric of 
national security to keep private com- 
panies from distributing public infor- 
mation on commercial computer 
databases. 

In 1986, Vice Admiral John 
Poindexter, then-national security ad- 
visor to the Reagan administration, 
established a special committee that 
included representatives of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the FBI, the CIA and 
other government agencies and was 
charged with figuring out ways to 
secure government information 
systems, including ones contained 
unclassified but ‘‘sensitive’’ infor- 
mation. 

The committee even went so far as to 
send representatives to talk to 
operators of private information 
services like Nexis and Dialog, which 
collect and distribute data that is all in 
the public domain, about “‘protecting”’ 
their databases. 

And like the Supreme Court, the 
committee argued that once it reaches a 
certain critical mass, public informa- 
tion is no longer public. 

According to ‘“‘Sensitive,’’ Not 
“Secret’’> A Case Study, a January 
1988 report by Mary Karen Dahl of 
Computer Professionals for Social 


Responsibility, ‘‘Protecting electronic 
databases, the argument goes, is 
necessary because the electronic format 
makes possible rapid and extensive 
searches of large bodies of data that 
would otherwise require time-con- 
suming and expensive library research. 
Additionally, as attorney Donald 
Wealdon. . .toldthe’Washington Post, 
sophisticated software makes it possi- 
ble to search and organize data so as to 
‘create information that could rise to 
the stature of proprietary or controlled 
information.’ ”’ 

The concept embodied in the 
Poindexter committee is well estab- 
lished in military operations: Informa- 
tion should be compartmentalized, 
with no unauthorized individual hay- 
ing access to more than a few small 
pieces of the overall picture. That con- 
cept, which some call the ‘“‘militariza- 
tion” of information, has dangerous 
implications in the computer age. 

In the CPSR report, the ACLU’s 
Berman warned that the United States 
is ‘moving more and more toward the 
militarization of the flow of scientific 
and technical information and unless it 
is stopped. . .I think our free society is 
in jeopardy.”’ 

The Poindexter committee was 
stopped in 1987, with the passage of the 
Computer Security Act, which handed 
responsibility for securing most 
government computer system to a 
civilian agency, the National Bureau 
of standards. However, many experts 
warm that we probably have not seen 
the last of government attempts to 
restrict access to information in the 
name of national security. 

Solving this mess is a complicated 
task. Berman suggests that public ac- 
cess groups can start with something as 
simple as demanding that the govern- 
ment prepare an index to databases 
that are already available, or pres- 
suring agencies with existing databases 
to install more public terminals. 

But ultimately, the changes must be 
more fundamental. The Paperwork 
Reduction Act and the Freedom of In- 
formation Act will have to be revised to 
affirm that the public’s right to know 
extends to computer information. 
Berman even proposes a special ‘‘Elec- 
tronic Freedom of Information Act.”’ 

And groups working on the issue 
should also look at state and local 
agencies that could develop some 
of the best models for ‘‘electronic dem- 
ocracy’” — but also could be a major 
hindrance to electronic data access. 

In Colorado Springs, Colorado, the 
public can now get extensive informa- 
tion about goings on at City Hall by 
dialing the library computer (see side- 
bar, page 17). Residents who can’t 
make public hearings, for example, can 
debate the merits of proposed legisla- 
tion by modem either from home or 
from the library. But elsewhere (in- 
cluding San Francisco), local govern- 
ments are dragging their heels on com- 
puterization. Most of the critical data 
in San Francisco city agencies is still 
available only on paper or on micro- 
fiche — a fact that significantly hinders 
local activists and journalists attemp- 
ting to monitor city government. 

Computerization, of course, is ex- 
pensive — in the short term. But the 
costs are minimal compared to the 
long-term savings (on paper, storage 
space etc.) and the benefits to the public 
are potentially enormous. 

But most politicians, here and else- 
where, are not terribly interested in 
promoting public access to government 
information. Unless the public speaks 
up, government may just continue to 
hide behind its computers. 

As Berman said, ‘‘If we are to secure 
the rights and benefits that flow from 
our modern computer society, it will 
take a concerted effort by the Con- 
gress, enlightened public officials, pub- 
lic-interest groups, librarians and the 
information and computer industries 
to develop new policy initiatives and a 
consensus for workablereforms.””

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Governing 
in the dark 


The Bay Guardian's third annual survey 
of executive sessions shows that local agencies are 
still conducting far too much of the public's business 


behind closed doors

HE results of 
this year’s 
Bay Guardian 
survey of 
local gov- 
ernment secrecy reveal once again that 
central Bay Area agencies are spending 
far too much time conducting the 
public’s business behind closed doors. 

While there have been some im- 
provements over last year — the Com- 
munity College Board has cut its 
closed-session time nearly in half, for 
example — the improvements have 
come only after the Bay Guardian and 
local FOI groups repeatedly raised the 
issue, published articles, exacted prom- 
ises from candidates and generally kept 
close watch on agencies’ practices. 

In each of the past three years the 
Bay Guardian has conducted a survey 
of selected local legislative bodies to 
determine the amount of time each has 
spent in closed session. Each year, 
survey results serve as an annoyingly 
constant reminder that local govern- 
ment bodies believe it is perfectly ap- 
propriate to formulate and implement 
public policy in private. 

This behavior is at direct cross pur- 
poses with the Ralph M. Brown Open 
Meetings Act, a landmark piece of Cal- 
ifornia legislation compelling local 
government bodies to conduct the pub- 
lic business in public. In many cases 
local legislative bodies have not only 
violated the spirit of the law — public 
process for all to view —-but have also 
clearly violated its letter. 

The chart on this page shows, for ten 
local agencies, the percentage of total 
meeting time spent in closed session. 
But it is important to note that numbers 
do not tell the full story. , 

The Community College District did 





indeed cut its closed-session time from ° 


last year’s record 57.2 percent to its 
current 32.7 percent. The 32.7 per- 
cent, however, is still alarmingly high, 
as a comparison with other agencies 
clearly shows. 

And any improvements from the 
SFCCD have come despite open and 
resentful resistance on the part of some 
members of the board and its represen- 
tatives. The SFCCD’s counsel has 
authored opinions that would limit 
public access to board meetings. 
Members of the Community College 
Board refuse to announce in open ses- 
sion — as required by law — topics 
discussed in closed session. Board 
notices of closed sessions have been il- 
legally vague, despite repeated requests 
— and assurances from the SFCCD — 
that proper notices would be posted. 

In short, while the SFCCD might 
point to its significant cutback in closed- 
session time as a meaningful step for- 
ward into the sunshine, that step was a 
reluctant one, to say the least. 

This past year saw some other 
highlights in local officials’ Dracula- 
like attempts to avoid the light of public 
scrutiny. Back in November, Congress- 
woman Barbara Boxer met with four of 
the five Marin County supervisors over 
lunch at a pricey little Italian restaurant 
in Marin. Boxer told three local re- 
porters that they were not welcome at 
the meeting and attempted to bribe 
them with an offer of a free lunch in 
another part of the restaurant if they 
would please just go away. 

The reporters left the scene. 

Boxer’s mistake was not repeated 
this year by the San Francisco Board of 
Education at several dinner meetings at 
the moderately priced Symphony Res- 
taurant. The board issued proper 
notices of the meeting and made ar- 
rangements for the press and public to 
attend. While these steps fulfilled the 
board’s obligation to the public, it must 


be noted that during the dinner meet- 
ings some members showed resentment 
at the presence of the press, indicating a 
need for continued education of our 
public officials. 

Overall, the results of our survey are 
disappointing, especially in contrast to 
election campaign promises. Last fall, 
the Bay Guardian and the Northern 
California chapter of the Society of 
Professional Journalists, Sigma Delta 
Chi, sent questionnaires to all can- 
didates for the Board of Supervisors, 
Board of Education and the Commu- 
nity College Board asking their views 
on improving public access to 
meetings. Virtually every candidate ex- 
pressed support for improved com- 
pliance with the letter — and spirit — of 
the Brown Act. 

Most agencies, however, have not 
lived up to these promises. 

The San Francisco Board of Educa- 
tion spent 23.4 percent of its meeting 
time in closed session last year, up 
from 21.8 percent the year before. The 
Board of Supervisors more than 
doubled its amount of time in closed 
session, from 8.9 percent in 1987 to 
19.8 percent in 1988. 

In 1986, the last time its records were 
surveyed, the BART Board of Direc- 
tors met 10.7 percent of the time in 
closed session. In two years that figure 
has nearly tripled to 28.5 percent of 
total meeting time. 

Not every local legislative body saw 
fit to spend a significant amount of 
time behind closed doors. In fact, for 
the second consecutive year, the San 
Francisco Planning Commission spent 
almost no time in closed session, 
despite the fact that the commission 
meets weekly, from three to seven 
hours each week. Compare that to the 
two-hour monthly meetings of the 
Community College Board, and the 
SFCCD’s need for extensive closed ses- 
sions becomes all the more suspect. 

In addition to meeting in the open, 
local agencies could take other steps to 
make their proceedings available to the 
public. So far, however, most have 
done little. President of the Board of 
Supervisors Harry Britt promised a 
number of measures for improving 
public access to meetings, including the 
tape recording of meetings and greater 
availability of minutes and agenda 
material. To date those reforms — due 
to budget restraints and lack of interest 
— have not been enacted. 

Other areas of concern remain. For 
example, it is impossible to determine 
the amount of time many agencies, 
such as the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, spend in closed session because 
they do not report the lengths of their 
meetings. Overall, this year’s survey 
represents no improvement over last 
year’s dismal showing. In fact it seems 
to indicate a further erosion of local 
government accountability to the pub- 
lic it is charged with serving. Public ac- 
cess to government meetings remained 
excessively limited. 

Until a uniform meetings-notifica- 
tion form is adopted citywide, until 
complete minutes of meetings are read- 
ily available, and until all the agencies 
of city government understand that the 
public has every right to know exactly 
what its elected and appointed officials 
are doing, the situation may well con- 
tinue to deteriorate.

According to Opotowsky, people 
who were active in both CSNE and 
CFOIC decided something more was 
needed, and began to plan for the First 
Amendment Coalition, which was of- 
ficially founded in April 1988. The 
organization was similar to the CFOIC, 
but would include the Actionline and a fi- 
nancial base the original coalition lacked. 

“One of the ways we hope to change 
the attitude of public officials is 
through legal attack,’’ Opotowsky 
said. The coalition has put together a 
panel of media law experts “‘whose job 
it is to review major cases and review 
the trends to see what areas we should 
be attacking,’’ he said 

To make those recommendations, 
the committee will rely on data from 
the Actionline, which is staffed by five 
Crosby Heafey attorneys, including the 
two co-directors, Judith Epstein and 
John Carne. Epstein told the Bay 
Guardian that perhaps the most press- 
ing problem is officials using retreats, 
social gatherings and ‘‘games of tele- 
phone tag”’ to avoid public meetings. 
Another major problem, she said, is 
abuse of the attorney-client privilege 
exemptions of the Brown Act and the 
Public Records Act to keep secret any 
discussions between city officials and 
city attorneys. 

The coalition has not yet selected its 
first major test case, although it is con- 
sidering a court challenge to a legisla- 
tive counsel opinion that the Legisla- 
ture can meet in executive session 
whenever it is not voting on a bill. That 
opinion directly ignores the open 
meetings provisions of Proposition 24, 
which was passed by the voters in 1984. 

The decision of how best to use the 
coalition’s limited litigation budget 
will be up to the 17-member board of 
directors, which comprises represen- 
tatives of the state’s major media 
organizations, as well as two at-large 
media representatives and two public 
representatives. 

Besides arguing key issues in court, 
the coalition will use seminars to 
educate judges, attorneys, officials and 
the public. Opotowsky said the coali- 
tion is already discussing a series of 
seminars on access issues with the 
California Judges Association. 

It will also issue a regular newsletter 
edited by Jon Kotler, an attorney on 
the faculty of the University of South- 
ern California Journalism School who 
also serves as the coalition’s pro bono 
counsel. 

The coalition is now in the process of 
raising seed money and recruiting a 
director. Opotowsky said it wants to 
raise $150,000 from founding mem- 
bers, and is halfway toward that goal. 
Regular membership dues, which will 
include access to the hotline, will be 
$100 a year for daily newspapers and 
television stations, $50 for weekly 
newspapers and radio stations.

WITH BOOKS 


With the help of an Oakland investment firm, a British publisher 
hopes to join with a Soviet counterpart to publish dissident works

| AKING ADVANTAGE of 

the new attitude toward 

freedom of expression in 

‘the Soviet Union, a British 

publisher is planning to 
team up with a Soviet publisher to pro- 
duce radical and dissident books, with 
an Oakland-based progressive invest- 
ment firm helping to provide financial 
backing for the venture. 

According to Robin Blackburn, an 
editor and director of the British house, 
Verso Editions, the plan is to form a 
new Soviet-based joint enterprise that 
would publish books in both Russian 
and English, for distribution in the 
Soviet Union and the West. 

‘“‘We think ordinary citizens and 
publishing houses ought to be coming 
forward and making sure that unof- 
ficial currents of thought in the West — 
for example, feminist writings, 
ecological critiques and works on 
AIDS — are made available in the 
Soviet Union,”’ Blackburn says. ‘““We 
would like to have books on America 
and Britain that wouldn’t be just the 
sort of thing the State Department or 
the British Foreign Ministry might pre- 
sent as Western reality. And similarly 
on the Soviet side — we’re hoping 
especially to get Soviet writers across a 





wide spectrum.”’ 

Verso is a 20-year-old firm that pub- 
lishes books in various fields, including 
socialism, feminism, politics, history, 
literature and economics. Although 
most of the company’s texts are 
scholarly, some have a wider appeal, 
such as the recently published Corrup- 
tions of Empire by Alexander 
Cockburn and Jean Baudrillard’s 
America. Verso’s list includes works by 
Jean-Paul Sartre, radical social theorist 
Herbert Marcuse, labor historian E.J. 
Hobsbawm and Soviet dissident Boris 
Kagarlitsky. 

“We like to think we’re the leading 
radical publishing house in the English 
language,’ Blackburn says. He adds 
that, over time, Verso’s books have ac- 
quired a reputation in the Soviet 
Union, especially among young dissi- 
dents like Kagarlitsky. A 30-year-old 
graduate of Moscow University who 
was imprisoned during the Brezhnev 
period, Kagarlitsky has, since the advent 
of glasnost, become one of the leaders of 
the informal groups in Moscow arguing 
for democratic and radical solutions to 
the Soviet Union’s crisis. 

Kagarlitsky put Verso in touch with 
the Soviet publisher, International Rela- 
tions Publishing House, who he thought 
would be interested in publishing in Rus- 
sian the kinds of books Verso puts out in 


English. Among others, the Soviet com- 
pany has published works by British 
author Graham Greene and Soviet 
diplomat Alexandra Kollontai (who was 
the world’s first female ambassador). 

According to Blackburn, the new 
company, tentatively named Interver- 
so, will be able to avoid a problem 
faced by many foreign companies that 
invest in the Soviet Union — the con- 
version of rubles into hard currency. 
“We have two answers to that, and the 
first is that we feel it’s worth doing in 
any case — we’re not looking at this 
plan solely as a commercial venture. 
The other thing is, we do believe that by 
making this reciprocal and getting the 
books printed in the Soviet Union, we 
can use the rubles we earn from the 
Russian-language titles to cover the 
costs of publishing the Soviet writers 
in English.”’ 

At this stage Verso has a detailed 
draft agreement signed with its Soviet 
counterpart, but is waiting for ap- 
proval from the Soviet government. 
“We don’t yet have the green light 
from the Soviet Finance Ministry,” 
Blackburn says. ‘‘But as we’re con- 
tributing hard currency, I think they’re 
unlikely to object. The other thing is 
that the state publishing board has to 
decide if it could find some reason why 
it was against it — but it would be 


rather difficult for them to say no, so 
I’m told. Obviously, this project is in 
the spirit of glasnost. 

“{Interverso] is testing what the 
limits of glasnost are — one is very 
much in the dark about that just at the 
moment. But we intend to act within 
the Soviet law, so we feel we’ll be all 
right. Of course, if there was some sort 
of very big change in the political 
climate, things would be different, and 
that’s a very difficult thing to predict.’’ 

Blackburn expects that the partners 
will hear from the Soviet government in 
five to six weeks, at which point they'll 
be prepared to start the venture im- 
mediately. They have already drawn 
up a list of books and sounded out 
people to be on the staff, and hope to 
produce their first books in the course 
of next year. 

For their first release under the new 
company, the two partners hope to 
publish The Unfinished Revolution by 
Isaac Deutscher, a Western writer of 
Polish origin who opposed the Cold 
War. ‘‘{Deutscher] was always looking 
for something like perestroika or 
glasnost,’’ Blackburn says. “‘It would 
be a nice tribute to him, and our Soviet 
counterparts seem to agree.’’ 
Blackburn also believes that producing 
the Deutscher book first would em- 
phasize that the new venture is to be a 
Soviet publishing house, dealing with 
questions that are current in the Soviet 
Union as well as around the world. 

In the future, the new company 
hopes to publish Russian-language edi- 
tions of works by such authors as 
Sartre, Simone de Beauvoir, Erich 
Fromme and other Western writers 
whose works aren’t generally available 
in the Soviet Union. It will also publish 
in English some of the books of the 
Soviet publisher, works by Kagarlitsky 
(who will be Interverso’s chief editor) 
and those of other Soviet dissidents. 

“‘There’s an enormous pool in the 
Soviet Union of writing talent, and of 
people who haven’t been able to get 
their books published in the pre- 
glasnost period,’’ Blackburn says, 
‘“‘and there’s still a bit of alogjam. They 
can’t get the resources to bring out all 
the books that they’d like — for one 
thing, there’s a shortage of paper.” 

Paper will be one of Verso’s contribu- 
tions to the new company, as well as 
computer and typesetting equipment. 
The British firm will also distribute the 
books in the United States and Britain, 
and the rest of the world market. 

The fact that Verso’s Soviet counter- 
part has the capacity to produce high- 
quality English-language books is im- 
portant to the venture — Blackburh 
calls it “‘the key to the success of this.”’ 
The firm has good printing facilities 
and translators, and all the basic trans- 
lation will be done in the Soviet Union. 
Verso will be responsible for the En- 
glish copy editing, and will supply some 
advice on editing and design, and 
especially on marketing. 

According to Blackburn, a major 
difficulty many Soviet publishers now 
face is that, although they can publish 
in English, their only distribution 
outlet in the West is through the Soviet 
consulates. Verso, with its distribution 
arrangement with a company head- 
quartered in New York, will be able to 
get Interverso’s books into Western 
bookstores. 

Blackburn says that Interverso hopes 
to produce a dozen titles in its first year, 
building up to a regular production of 
two to three dozen a year (Verso itself 
produces three dozen a year). ‘“The dif- 
ficulty we have,’’ he explains, ‘‘and 
why we’re beginning on a somewhat 
smaller scale, is that Soviet editions are 
really vast in the size of their print run. 
They have such a huge educated and 
book-buying public, they’re really 
hungry for books. It’s standard to pro- 
duce a first printing of 100,000. As 
we’re going to be paying for the paper, 
we’ve opted for a bit smaller run — 
about 50,000. 

“Generally speaking, the Soviet 


reading public is immensely cultivated 
— even the sort of people who, in the 
West, you wouldn’t expect to have read 
the classics, such authors as Tolstoy 
and Turgenev. The editions in which 
these authors are published in the 
Soviet Union are vast. A book shop in 
the Soviet Union is mainly a place that 
huge quantities of books are delivered 
to, and then they just disappear im- 
mediately — people buy them up. 
There’s no salesmanship or showman- 
ship about it. ”’ 

To get the project going, Verso needs 
at least $150,000 for the initial invest- 
ment in equipment and supplies. “In 
fact, it would be much better if we 
could get towards a half-million dol- 
lars,’ Blackburn says. ‘‘And while we 
can make some contribution ourselves, 
it would be a pretty big bite out of our 
publishing program.” To find financ- 
ing for the project, Verso turned to the 
Oakland-based Progressive Asset 
Management, a full-service securities 
broker and dealer that provides 
everything a traditional stock 
brokerage does, but from a socially 
responsible perspective. 

“There aren’t any radical broking

companies in the U.K.,’’ Blackburn 
says, ‘‘and in any case we do half our 
business in the United States; we have 
people on the West Coast here. From 
that point of view, Progressive Asset 
Management seemed a very obvious 
choice.”’ 

In addition to providing progressive 
investment consulting, Progressive 
Asset has set up financial investment 
packages for such projects as low- 
income housing for seniors. According 
to financial consultant James Nixon, 
the company is very interested in find- 
ing ventures like Interverso, where they 
can do something nobody else is likely 
to. 

“There’s the opportunity to ac- 
complish something useful in the world 
and at the same time to do that with in- 
vestment,’’ Nixon says. ‘‘We’re 
basically very excited about it for all of 
the different reasons you might expect 
— because of the cultural and political 
implications, and because it gives us an 
opportunity to become involved in a 
venture not only with folksin the Soviet 
Union but also with a publisher whom 
we respect.” 

At this point, Verso and Progressive 
Asset have worked out a preliminary 
agreement that will go into effect as 
soon as they get the go-ahead from the 
Soviet government and Interverso can 
be formed. At that point, Progressive 
Assets will set up an investment offer- 
ing for the new firm, both for their cur- 
rent clients and for new investors. 

“*At this point in history there are a 
lot of people who are very interested in 
accomplishing social progress with their 
investments, and this is a pretty clear ex- 
ample of an opportunity to do that,”’ 
Nixon says. ‘‘We don’t anticipate any 
problem attracting investors.”’ |

AN UNFORGETTABLE 


TREAT 


La Folie serves inspired cuisine in an elegantly casual atmosphere

COUPLE of weeks 
ago, on one of those in- 
credibly hot, steamy 
nights, I found myself 
dining at La Folie. I 

didn’t know I was going to be there, but 
after a few minutes I knew I would be 
there many times again. 

Chef Roland Passot and his wife, 
Jamie, own and operate this charming 
neighborhood dinner house. George 
Passot presides over the extensive wine 
list. The first night we ate at La Folie we 
noticed a small fan in the corner of the 
dining room. It was indeed very warm 
that evening, but this fan wasn’t for 
customers or even the chefs — it was 
gently blowing on the red wines! This is 
a perfect example of the care and de- 
votion found in every aspect of the 
restaurant’s operation. 

The heading on the menu reads ‘‘Fresh 
Cuisine from the California Markets.”’ 
Certainly the freshest and best ingredients 
are used in every dish at La Folie, but 
after sampling one dish I decided that 
Chef Passot is the inventor of flavor — I 
really don’t know how food can be so in- 
tense. The cuisine is decidedly French, 
punctuated with a few Asian and Latin 
ingredients here and there. 

The menu is divided into appetizers, 
soups, entrees and desserts (there’s.a 
separate menu for desserts and dessert 
wines), but the ‘‘Discovery Menu’’ is 
really the way to go. It allows the diner 
to enjoy a five-course dinner for the 
very reasonable price of $39.50. An 
appetizer, soup, sorbet, entree and des- 
sert ordered a la carte would easily be 
$50 and up (and worth every penny).

Every meal begins with two compli- 
mentary hors d’oeuvres from the chef. 
Two purees, tomato and mushroom, 
served with croutons, are the first 
flavor treat of the evening. The second 
offering is culinary poetry: a brown 
eggshell filled with a layer of tomato 
puree, broccoli puree and scrambled 
egg with truffle, garnished with caviar 
and chives. 

“Inspiration Salad’’ ($13.50) this 
evening was two plump, golden-brown 
crab cakes served on a pool of citrus 
sauce made from blood oranges and 
many other heavenly ingredients too 
numerous to list. A small, perfectly ar- 
ranged ‘‘stack’’ of dressed baby let- 
tuces garnished with flower petals 
accompanied the luscious crab cakes. 

The soups are equally complicated, 
esthetically pleasing to both the eye and 
the palate. Chilled cream of tomatillos 
soup is a smooth, pale green puree served 
with a silky half-tomato filled with slight- 
ly sweet tomato mousse. The sweet red 
tomato and the slightly tart tomatillo are 
culinary matches made in heaven. 

Even more dramatic was the roasted 
corn soup, served in a hollowed-out 
baked squash. Creamy and sultry, this 
soup, with its tender kernels of sweet 
corn and plump oyster, was perfection 
once again. A refreshing grapefruit 
sorbet laced with vermouth was served 
after the soup course. 

Tenderloin of beef with a marmalade 
of onions and orange peel ($22) is a very 
generous portion of tender, moist beef 
served with a sweet-sour sauce made 
from honey and vinegar. The sweet car- 
melized onions combined with bits of 
orange peel are balanced and perfect 
with the big flavor of the meat. A subtle 
marrow flan and sauteed shiitake 
mushrooms completed the plate. The 
sauce was skillfully drawn across the 
plate, punctuated by two intense 
“dots” of carrot puree. 

Tournedos of monkfish ($26), one of 


the specials of the evening, was one of 
the most incredible dishes I have ever had. 
Shoestring potatoes, crisp on the exterior 
and tender inside, were wrapped around 
monkfish, lobster, wild mushrooms 
and mixed garden vegetables. These 
two mosaics rested in a parsley sauce — 
once again, the essence of all flavors 
was as intense as could be. Assorted 
colorful vegetable purees, like paint 


from atube, accented thesauceandthe . 


fish. A sweet and creamy garlic flan 
with snow peas and asparagus tips 
rounded out this stunning plate. 

The desserts at La Folie deserve their 
own menu. Tart Tatin ($7.50) was not 
only a large individual serving of the 
classic apple confection, but also came 
with cinnamon ice cream, caramel 
sauce and a warm almond tuille. The 
most dramatic of all, and certainly the 
most complex in design, was the assort- 
ment of fresh sorbet and fresh fruit 
($7). Mango, apple, raspberry and 
cassis sorbets resting in an elaborate 


_sauce made from three fruit purees, 


vanilla cream-filled raspberries and a 
buttery cone filled with fresh fruit 
coulis is my idea of the perfect way to 
end a perfect meal. 

For once I feel that words cannot do 
justice to the magic and artistry found 
at La Folie. The service is impeccable 
and the ambience is fresh, friendly and 
elegantly casual. The prices seem high 
but aren’t, considering the quality of 
the food and service. La Folie is cer- 
tainly not for everyday dining, but Ican 
assure you, it’s one of the best spots in 
the Bay Area for sumptuous dining for 
special occasions, celebrations or:

American audiences may not 
find Vasily Pichul's film par- 
ticularly titillating, but what they 
won't be able to ignore is the 
apparently endless despair 
endemic to what used to be 
called “‘the worker's paradise.” 
Abusive alcoholic husband Yari 
Nazarov shouts at shrewish 
wife Ludmila Zaitzeva, she 
shouts back at him, and they 
both shout at their willful 
teenage daughter Natalya 
Negoda. Even Negoda’s once- 
adored brother can do nothing 
with her as she falls in love with 
narcissistic student Andrei 
Sokolov and has him move into 
their already cramped quarters. 
Later he’s hospitalized by 
Nazarov, only to finally return 
to the inevitable. There is, of 
course, the celebrated explicit 
nude love scene, but 
Westerners may be more 
fascinated noting that the 
workers’ drinking staple’s 
shifted from vodka to 
Beefeaters gin. Negoda’s ex- 
cellent as a prisoner beating 
her wings against her cage, 
and it’s the movie's mood of 
hopelessness that will stay with 
you long after it’s over.

C HAVE ALWAYS been in- 
terested in a person’s inner 
™. world,” Soviet film director 
Andrei Tarkovsky wrote in 
Sculpting in Time, his personal col- 
lection of essays published after his 
December 1986 death by cancer. 
“In one form or another all my 
films have made the point that peo- 
ple are not alone and abandoned in 
an empty universe, but are linked by 
countless threads with the past and : 
the future.”’ 

Tarkoysky’s ideas may appear 
heavy-handed and highbrow, but 
on screen his works convey a 
spiritual, ‘‘poetic’’ magic that, 
through breathtaking compositions 
and dream-like rhythms, reach with 
wisdom and warmth into the depths 
of the soul. 

This month, the York screens — 
three of his films — The Muror, — 
Nostalgia and The Sacrifice — as 
well as Michal Leszezylowski’s 1988 
documentary Directed by Andrei 
Tarkovsky. 

The narrative thread of The 
Mirror, his 1975 masterpiece, is 
perhaps his most complex and dif- 
ficult to follow. Moving back and 
forth between generations — and 
between reality and dreams — it’s

Nostalgia, made in Italy in 1983, 
concerns an angst-ridden Russian 
artist living in exile, tormented by 
his realization that he will never 
return to his homeland. 

Tarkovsky’s final and best- 
known film, 1986’s The Sacrifice, 
has perhaps more plot and less 
magic than the other two, but 
remains a powerful portrait of an 
aging man willing to give himself 
completely for the well-being of 
another. 

Directed by, screened recently at 
the SF Film Festival, is an inside 
look at the director at work on The 
Sacrifice. Through outtakes, shots 
from the set and a few short inter- 
views, it reveals some of Tarkovsky’s 
philosophy, his eye for color and 
composition and his cool head as a 
director when faced with what ap- 
pears to be complete failure.

RIC AND SUZY Thompson 

have been playing live music 

jaround the Bay Area every 

weekend for the past four or 

lfive years. But not until they 
held their recent album-release concert 
at Berkeley’s Freight & Salvage have 
they been able to really steep them- 
selves in the rich, traditional acoustic 
music that is obviously their staff of 
life. As mainstays of the California Ca- 
jun Orchestra, Eric, on guitar, and 
Suzy, on fiddle and vocals, have grown 
accustomed to playing for madly waltz- 
ing and two-stepping crowds in such 
halls as Ashkenaz in Berkeley and St. 
Mark’s Church in Richmond. But in 
celebrating their brand-new Arhoolie 
recording, Adam & Eve Had the Blues, 
the Thompsons were able to gear their 
sets for listening, and nearly 200 people 
were treated to a delightful program of 
old-time blues, folk, country and Ca- 
jun tune. 

A half-dozen couples did dance in 
the corners of the Freight, especially 
when accordionist» Danny ,;Poullard 
stepped up for ‘‘Chaussette Noirs’’ and 
“Basile Waltz’’ during what Eric called 
“the Louisiana section’”’ of the show. 
But most of the diverse sounds in this 
talented couple’s 70-minute first set 
were just right for toe-tapping, knee- 
slapping or swaying dreamily. 
Although they performed as a duo only 
on ‘“‘Adam & Eve Had the Blues,’’ 
which stems from a 1925 record by 
Texas blueswoman Hociel Thomas, 
Eric & Suzy wed their instrumental and 
vocal virtuosity into a musical marriage 
like a backwoods (or at least Oakland 
backstreets) Tuck & Patti. For most of 
the set they were supported by Beth 
Weil on bass and Kevin Wimmer on 
fiddle and banjo uke. 

As they do on their superb 13-song 
album, the Thompsons ranged all over

the piney woods, delta back roads and 
parched prairies of Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Texas. They 
played ‘‘North Memphis Cafe,”’ intro- 
duced as Memphis Minnie’s corollary 
to ‘‘Alice’s Restaurant,’’ and Victoria 
Spivey’s not-so-subtle string of sug- 
gestive metaphors, ‘‘My Handy Man,”’ 
and they recreated the 1920s ‘‘weirdo 
hillbilly jazz sound’’ of Narmour and 
Smith on ‘‘Charleston #1” and ‘‘Car- 
roll County Blues.”’ Eric is an amazing 
acoustic guitarist, strumming perfectly 
crisp chords or snapping out clean, fast 
runs with no extraneous flash. Suzy 
sings in a clear, unmannered style, 
moving easily between sweet crooning 
and gutsy belting. She somehow makes 
her striking voice, even hampered by an 
impending cold, sound as if it was lifted 
off a 40-year-old record and yet still 
sound fresh and original. 

Speaking of records, Adam & Eve 
Had the Blues is available only on 
cassette or compact disc, indicating 
that while Eric and Suzy are traditional 
to the bone, Arhoolie’s head honcho, 
staunch folklyric archivist Chris 
Strachwitz, is apparently not so old- 
timey after all. 


HE ELVIS WATCH is finally 
over! His old pal Nick Lowe 
ended the suspense by dragging 
him onstage at Slim’s recently. Off and 
on for the past couple of months, 
especially around the Gavin Report 
Convention weekend, stargazers have 
planted themselves in the South of 
Market roots music club hoping to 


. make a local Elvis sighting — Costello, 


that is. Bonnie Simmons, who helped 
book the show, is friends with Lowe, 
Costello and their mutual manager, Jake 
Riviera, and speculation was high that 
Elvis would make his long anticipated 
Slim’s cameo that Sunday night. Both 
were to play Village Music owner John 
Goddard’s private party at Sweetwater in 
Mill Valley the next night. 

When Costello did stroll onstage at 
the conclusion of Lowe’s two sets — 
for duet versions of his own ‘‘Indoor 
Fireworks,’’ recorded by Lowe on his 
The Rose of England album, and 
Lowe’s ‘‘(What’s So Funny ’Bout) 
Peace, Love and Understanding,” re- 


corded by Costello on Armed Forces — 
the sold-out house went wilder than it 
had all night. And it had been quite ap- 
preciative of Lowe’s previous 66 
minutes of intimate readings from his 
impressive catalog of ‘‘pure pop for 
now people.”’ 

To Lowe’s credit, he never pandered 
to the crowd’s Elvis mania, although he 
did announce early on that he’d be 
joined later by some friends. His first 
half-hour set comprised eight tunes, 
from his Rockpile-era ‘‘When I Write 
the Book’’ through his one certified 
hit, ‘‘Cruel to Be Kind,”’ to the first 
track of his first solo album, ‘‘So It 
Goes.’’ Strumming guitar for himself 
—‘‘no Moog synthesizers, no teams of 
roadies running around peeling my 
M&Ms for me, no drunken drummer,” 
he quipped — Lowe applied his 
smooth, warm vocals effortlessly to the 
indelible hooks and canny lyrics that 
seem to be second nature to him. From 
a distance, the gray in his hair made him 
look a little like Hal Holbrook doing an 
offbeat one-man show. 

Midway through the second set, 
Lowe was joined in succession by key- 
boardist Austin DeLone (on “‘lap 
synth’’), Scott Matthews (using 
brushes on a drum strapped over his 
shoulder), harmonica wiz Kim Wilson 
from the Fabulous Thunderbirds and 
guitarist James Burton, who’s played 
with both Elvises, as well as Ricky 
Nelson. The whole night had the cozy 
feel of a seasoned pro working up demo 
tapes of old favorites and new songs 
(two from a forthcoming album). 

Lowe has always made the most of 
his associations, playing in the ultimate 
English pub rock band, Brinsley 
Schwarz, teaming up with Dave 
Edmunds in Rockpile, producing 
Costello, Graham Parker, John Hiatt, 
the T-Birds and even his onetime 
father-in-law (by marriage to Carlene 
Carter), Johnny Cash. Typically, he 
has always sounded his best when he 
has someone grittier, like Edmunds, to 
play off of his sweet pop sensibility and 
sly humor. Costello was that foil for all 
of ten minutes at Slim’s. Lowe carried 
the rest of the fairly brief show 
with his charm, wit and frothy but 
memorable tunes. |

MASTER OF SQUEEZE 


Tango master Astor Piazzola brings the bandoneon

E BOLTED into the 

North American musical 

consciousness like an un- 

expected thunderstorm, 

squeezing and stretching 
dark, romantic sounds from his giant 
bandoneon, and leading his quintet 
through dramatic renditions of his sen- 
sual tango neuvo. 

In 1988, after three decades of rela- 
tive obscurity, Argentinean composer 
Astor Piazzolla had become an interna- 
tional sensation. His 1986 LP, Tango: 
Zero Hour (American Clave), showed 
up on several critics’ best-of-the-year 
lists and was reissued on Sting’s 
Pangaea label. A slew of other albums 
ensued. Commissions came to him 
from as far away as France and as far 
afield as the Kronos Quartet. One year 
ago, when he made his San Francisco 
debut at the Great American Music 
Hall, capacity crowds on two nights 
came away stunned by the brilliance of 
his New Tango Quintet and the grand, 
cinematic scope of his music. 

Next Wednesday night, at Zellerbach 
Auditorium in Berkeley, Piazzolla 
returns, with a new sextet of musicians 
and an expanded repertoire of original 
music. “‘If people come to hear me 
because of the word tango,”’ he said by 
phone from Houston two weeks ago, 
just after arriving from Buenos Aires, 
“they throw their money away. People 
who come to listen to me come because 
above all they love music, and then 
comes the word tango. They find some 
tango underneath all the music I com- 
pose.” 

Born in Mar Del Plata, Argentina, in 
1921, Piazzolla lived in New York with 
his father from 1924 to 1937. “‘He 
listened to tango records every single 
night for 14 years,’’ he recalls, ‘‘and 
that music just got into me. Back in 
Argentina, when I heard those musi- 
cians who I had listened to on old 78 
recordings, I just went crazy. I didn’t 
love the tango until I heard those musi- 
cians play live in Argentina.”’ 

When talking about music, Piazzolla 
repeatedly and quite ingenuously talks 
about love. ‘‘If you’re alittle kid study- 
ing music, that doesn’t mean you love 
music yet,’’ he asserts. ‘‘More impor- 
tant is the day you fall in love with 
music and I fell really in love six or 
seven years later, when I was 20 or 21. I

think I found myself in 1953 or ’54. I 
found my music.” 

In 1954, he went to Paris to study for 
18 months with famed music teacher 
Nadia Boulanger and he recalls the 
meeting with typical passion. “‘She was 
the one who made me believe in myself 
and in tango music,’’ he says. “I 
thought I was a genius because I had 
composed symphonic works, piano 
concertos and taamber music. I went 
with all that music under my arm to see 
Nadia Boulanger and she read the 
music I wrote but she wanted to hear 
the music I made my living with. I was 
ashamed to tell her I was a tango musi- 
cian, and above all ashamed to tell her I 
played the bandoneon. She made me 
play eight bars of a tango I composed 
and she loved it so much she took my 
two hands and said, ‘This is Piazzolla, 
not all that music you brought me, 
throw it all away.’ And I threw ten years 
of my life away and I started writing the 
music she said I was supposed to write. 
From that moment on I believed in 
myself and my music and knew what I 
was going to do, right until today.”’ 

When Piazzolla returned to Argen- 
tina, his radical ‘“‘new tango’’ was 
reviled by traditionalists, but he was ad- 
mired by artists and intellectuals, “‘peo- 
ple who listened to Charlie Parker or 
Bartok and Stravinsky,’’ and he 
became the first tango musician to play 
in the University of Buenos Aires. But 
widespread popularity eluded him, and 
when he attempted to take his music to 
New York with Lalo Schifrin in 1958, 
‘Lalo Schifrin went right to the skies 
and I went right to hell.” 

Still, Piazzolla remained true to his 
calling and faithful to his instrument, 
the bandoneon, an immense, 78-but- 
ton accordion-like instrument 
originally built to substitute for 
organs in poor German churches. In 
1930, 25,000 were built and imported 
into Argentina expressly for the 
tango. ‘‘There are no more after 
that,’ he says. 

‘‘My instrument is very sensual,’’ 
Piazzolla explains, ‘‘not like the accor- 
dion, which is a happy instrument. 
There is nothing happy about the ban- 
doneon. It’s a very dramatic, religious, 
sad instrument. At the same time it’s 
very romantic.” 

Although the configurations of his 
ensembles have been similar to those of 
jazz groups — with bandoneon, piano, 


guitar, bass and violin, or now, with 
two bandoneons, piano, cello, guitar 
and bass — Piazzolla says he has never 
in his life written jazz music. ‘‘Jazzisin 
some place in my body,” he says. “‘I 
spent 18 years of my life in New York. I 
stood in the door of the Cotton Club in 
Harlem listening to Cab Calloway. But I 
like to write all of my music and there is 
very little improvisation, almost none.” 
Last year, Piazzolla became very sick 
and was forced to undergo major surgery. 
During his recovery he wrote new 
music that he says is quite different 
from that of even his most recent record- 
ings, The Rough Dancer and the 
Cyclical Night (Tango Apasionado) 
(American Clave), Suite for 
Vibraphone and New Tango Quintet 
with Gary Burton (Atlantic Jazz), Con- 
cierto Para Bandoneon/Tres Tangos 
(Elektra/Nonesuch) and La Com- 
morra: The Solitude of Passionate Pro- 
vocation (American Clave). And he is 
unabashedly proud of both the music 
and the new sextet that is playing it. 
“It’s likeanew car,’’ hesays of his New 
Tango Sextet, ‘“‘you want everyone to 
see it.’’ ‘‘The music is more vital,’”’ he 
continues, ‘‘more aggressive, and at the 
same time it’s more religious. The two 
bandoneons sound like two organs. It 
amazes me that I could be different 
from myself, but I had to do it. After 
my operation, my fear was that I 
couldn’t play any more and I couldn’t 
write any moremusic. Oncethe doctors 
“gave me the okay, I was so happy, I 
couldn’t believe what I was doing. That 
makes me doubly happy that I am back 
in the United States with my new 
group, playing my new music. I don’t 
know if we can call it new popularity, 
but the important thing is that I can just 
go on doing the music that I love, that 
they understand it here in the United 
States and that they likeit.”’ a

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Lyle Lovett and his Large Band 
(Curb/MCA) 
When lovable Lyle played his recent sold- 
out concert at Zellerbach Auditorium in 
Berkeley, little was changed from his en- 
thralling 1988 show at the Great American 
Music Hall. His large band opened with 
Clifford Brown's “Blues Walk,’’ Lyle 
strolled on, hand in pocket, to dryly talk 
and soulfully sing his way through his , 
weirdo manifesto, ‘‘Here | Am,” and the 
assembled multitudes lapped up every 
strange twist the rooster-headed sing- 
er/songwriter applied to his unique reper- 
toire of country-western, western swing, 
blues, folk and jazz. Lovett's third album, 
which opens with “Blues Walk’’ and 
“Here | Am,’’ will likewise sound very 
familiar to anyone who's seen him live or 
pored over his two previous releases, Lyle 
Lovett and Pontiac. As with a repeat ex- 
perience of his concerts, a bit of initial 
magic has worn away, but Lovett's idio- 
syncrasies — captured in such songs as 
“Good Intentions,” ‘| Married Her Just 
Because She Looks Like You,” “Once Is 
Enough,”’ his swinging horn-laden melding 
of ‘What Do You Do’’/'The Glory of 
Love” and his version of ‘Stand By Your 
Man” — elevate him well above the 
Nashville mob. Although the “‘new tradi- 
tionalists” are stripping C&W down to 
essentials, few have pushed the genre in 
the original directions that Lovett pursues 
all on the same album. He could be 
alluding to the country establishment 
when he asks “Which Way Does That Old 
Pony Run?” but he lays out his own 
musical map and leads his Large Band in- 
to new territories where the hand-painted 
landscape is basically familiar but the 
details are all new.

Various Artists, Baseball’s 
Greatest Hits (Rhino) 

It happens every spring. Baseball fanatics 
renew their love affair with the only 
perfect diamonds and the only stats that 
matter. Those of us who've sought 
musical accompaniment for our obses- 
sion have had to piece together our own 
motley collections of obscure baseball 
recordings or rely on home tapers, like my 
pal Greg, who compiled the heretofore 
definitive Baseball is Back! for his friends. 
Now, the irrepressible archivists at Rhino 
have unearthed 18 nuggets (22 on the CD) 
of baseball lore, from such obvious 
choices as Abbott & Costello's ‘Who's On 
First,’ Terry Cashman’s “Willie, Mickey & 
The Duke (Talkin’ Baseball),’ Danny 
Kaye's ‘‘D-O-D-G-E-R-S Song (Oh, Really? 
No, O'Malley),”’ and Steve Goodman's “A 
Dying Cub Fan's Last Request” to such 
rarities as Sister Wynona Carr's “The Ball 
Game,” Tommy Lasorda “Talking About 
Dave Kingman” and Lou Gehrig's 1939 
“Farewell Speech.” While nothing 
replaces the crack of the bat, the roar 

of the crowd or the voice of a vendor 
hawking “‘peeeeea-nuts!,"’ this is a fine 
alternative soundtrack for the national 
pastime.

hootenanny with the Washington 
Squares, Show of Hands and other third 
wave folkies, we'd all do well to recon- 
sider the forbears who inspired everyone 
from Peter, Paul & Mary to Holly Near 
The Vanguard label has been revived by 
the Welk Group in Santa Monica, and 
these two albums by Lee Hays, Ronnie 
Gilbert, Fred Hellerman and Erik Darling 
(who replaced Pete Seeger in 1958), 
although from a late era in the group's 
career, are important additions to any 
folk revival collection. Almanac dates 
from 1963 and includes both whimsical 
folk tunes and such songs of conscience 
as ‘Fight On,"’ ‘‘Brother Can You Spare 
a Dime" and ‘“‘Which Side Are You On.” 

Remembered largely for their politics 
in the blacklisting era, the Weavers were 
also a pop phenomenon, and the 1960 
Carnegie concert reveals the Weavers’ 
rousing formula for adapting traditional 
material (“Good Old Bowling Green’) 
and old popular chestnuts (‘‘Bill Bailey 
Come Home"’), and extending the folk 
tradition with original songs. These two 
reissues have been released along with 
other important and long unavailable 
Vanguard recordings, including Country 
Joe McDonald's Thinking of Woody 
Guthrie, Cisco Houston Sings the Songs 
of Woody Guthrie, The Best of the Baby 
Sitters (Alan Arkin, Lee Hays, Doris and 
Jeremy Kaplan), Liam Clancy and The 
Best of the Greenbriar Boys

The Cult, Sonic Temple 

(Warner Brothers) 

Do you ever get tired of listening to 
subtle music? Of figuring out the 
incandescent aspects of lyrics and song 
structures, of disentangling the melody 
from a web of guitar effects, of 
analyzing just what found objects 
Thurston Moore is sticking into his guitar 
frets this time around? If the answer to 
that question is yes, you might want to 
listen to the Cult for a nice, relaxing day 
at the beach. Sure, the Cult is dumb and 
easy — but what the hell's wrong with 
that once in a while? 

Sonic Temple is this band’s dumbest 
and easiest LP to date — no tricky Rick 
Rubin rhythms to figure out, no weird im- 
agery, just another case of a bunch of 
funnily dressed Brits with a thing about 
the parts of America we've all long since 
forgotten to appreciate. And, really, how 
can you hate a band that has a song 
about the utter neat-o-ness of horsies? 
(‘You can’t tame . . . an American 
Horse.”’) Or one about Edie Sedgwick? 
(“You were a real youthquaker . . . Ciao 
baby!"’) Or one named after one of my 
favorite bands, “Soul Asylum’’? There's 
something real pure about the Cult — 
they don't try too hard, they don’t sounc 
too pretentious, and they don’t mean 
jack shit in the scheme of things. 

But they do rock. On Sonic Temple, 
The Cult have honed their sound and 
themes down to a bare minimum. That 
sound is hard, Zeppelin-like rock, riff- 
heavy, with a kind of Smithsy-overlay of 
melodic guitar. The themes? American 
myths and American music. The lyrics? 
Wo-wo-wo. Wu-wu-wu. Baybee baybee 
baybee, gonna do may, do may, bay-bee 
Waaaaaah! You know what? | kinda like 
it like that.

E LIBERALS love it 

when conservatives get 

caught with their 

pants down, doing 

things in secret they 
condemn us for doing openly. In that 
respect televangelists and politicians 
have made gloating almost a full-time 
job of late. 

One of the classic scandals of all time 
brought British prime minister Harold 
Macmillan’s government crashing 
down in 1963 when it came out that war 
minister John Profumo and Soviet 
naval attache Eugene Ivanov had been 
intimate with the same “‘party girl,”’ 
Christine Keeler. 

It’s the stuff sleazy movies are made 
of. Scandal isn’t one of them, but it is 
rather like walking barefoot in shit — it 
feels good if you hold your nose and 
don’t think about it. Much of it is 
rather a romp, wallowing in nostalgia 


and reminding us how much fun sex used 
to be. 

The story begins in 1959 as Dr. 
Stephen Ward (John Hurt), “‘a con- 
noisseur of sin’’ with an eye — though 
perhaps not a yen — for pretty girls, 
picks Keeler (Joanne Whalley-Kilmer) 
out of the chorus of atacky floor show, 
sets her up in a flat and takes her to the 
kind of parties where bald men let their 
hair down. 

Christine introduces fellow chorine 
Mandy Rice-Davies (Bridget Fonda, 
Peter’s daughter) to ‘“‘the life,’’ and in 
one scene they feign making love to 
each other — in between attacks of the 
giggles — to arouse a man. 

Mandy drops out of the story for long 
periods as Christine is wooed simulta- 
neously by Profumo (Ian McKellen) and 
Ivanov (Jeroen Krabbe). Unknown to 
Christine, British Intelligence en- 
courages the Soviet liaison in hopes of 
persuading Ivanov to work for them; 
Ward delights in the ‘‘James Bond’’ 
aspect of it all. 

Curiously enough, it’s Christine’s 
just-for-fun involvement with two 
West Indian blacks (Roland Gift, Leon 
Herbert) that finally blows the lid off 


the story and sends everyone scurrying 
to cover their asses — diplomatically 
speaking, of course. 

Profumo resigns but Ward is made 
the scapegoat, abandoned by his old 
friends in the film’s most tedious sec- 
tion. Things pick up at Ward’s trial, 
where Christine and Mandy name 
names. We’re left with the feeling that 
there was a real but unconsummated 
love between Ward and Keeler. This 
humanizes both characters and lends 
the film some depth. 

Hurt gives a brilliant performance 
and the women are good, though a bit 
hard to accept as teenagers. They may 
not elevate Scandal from good trash to 
great art, but they take some of the guilt 
out of enjoying it. 


SINFUL LIFE is aimed at the 
A John Waters crowd, but in 

some ways it aims too high. 
Anita Morris, who can be campy without 
trying and here is trying real hard, stars as 
Claire Vin Blanc, a drunken slut who’s 
devoted to Baby, the young daughter 
she’s raising in a tacky apartment. 

“JT shoulda taken you out and drowned 
you the day you were born so you 
wouldn’t have to have a mama like me,” 
Claire tells the equally devoted daughter 
who wakes her every day with ‘“Mama, 
I’m home from school. Time to get up!”’ 

Baby’s teacher, Mrs. Crow (Cynthia 
Szigeti), a compulsive meddler, threat- 
ens to have the child taken away from 
Claire if she doesn’t get a husband and 
a clean couch. The former appears 
easier than the latter, aS Claire has 
recently seduced slovenly janitor Rick 
Overton (‘‘I just close my eyes and pre- 
tend he’s Bigfoot’’), who’s hot to trot 
to the altar with her; but if she can land 
religious fanatic Dennis Christopher, a 
new ‘‘peach love-sofa”’ will be part of 
the package, because he’s a credit 
manager at Sears. 

The person most supportive of 
Claire and Baby is downstairs neighbor 
Teresa Tremaine, whose Latin boy- 
friend (David Labiosa) calls her 
“‘maricon.’’ Well, she is a rather ob- 
vious drag queen (Mark Rolston), if 
you want to get picky; but then Blair 
Tefkin, the actress playing Baby, is an 
adult, at least four times the character’s 
age. These are some of the film’s con- 
ceits; if you can’t accept them without 
question, you’re in the wrong theater. 

Tefkin is believably obnoxious, not 
exactly fun to watch but more consis- 
tent at playing a precise age than Tom 
Hanks was in Big. Rolston is also con- 
sistent, in a stereotypical way; but his 
character has a secret we can’t reveal 
because it comes out too late in the 
film, cuing some final twists that in- 
volve lesbianism, transsexualism and all 
the things that make life worth living. 

Ienjoyed the beginning and end of A 
Sinful Life, but got pretty tired of it in 
between. Morris is fun, but too attrac- 
tive for the part, which could have used 
some Divine guidance to attract the cult 
the film’s after. ie)

The Method 

Twenty years ago Melanie 
Dreisbach was an aspiring 
actress. Now she’s 41 and 
married with two children in 
college, but despite the fact 
that her confidence is almost 
non-existent, she leaves her 
husband and heads for San 
Francisco. There she moves in 
with struggling actress/slob 
Kathryn Knotts, and joins a 
Method acting group run by 
Robert Elross. Her doubts 
about her talents are im- 
mediately confirmed, and when 
unwilling Anthony Cistero’s 
assigned to work with her, he 
does his best to make her look 
even worse. Elross’s grandson, 
struggling actor but ac- 
complished sculptor Richard 
Arnold comes to her rescue, 
however, and Dreisbach forges 


ahead, to the extent that when 
she gets a callback to an audi- 
tion, Knotts ‘forgets’ to tell 
her, with predictable results, 
before a happier ending. And 
it’s Knotts who's outstanding in 
director Joe Destein’s all-Bay- 
Area-cast movie which, as 


‘such, can’t help but have great 


local appeal, if not too much 
beyond. (Opens Fri/5 at 
Regency 3, SF.) 


Scandal : 

Can a working girl find happi- 
ness in the haut monde, or will 
she find it too haute to handle? 
In 17-year-old Christine 
Keeler’s case, she had man- 
about-towns-of-every-kind 
Stephen Ward as her personal 
Pygmalion, and this is Michael 
Caton-Jones’ many-layered look 
at the resulting Profumo scan- 
dal that brought down the early 
’60s English government. As 
Ward, John Hurt imagines 
transforming Keeler (Joanne 
Whalley-Kilmer) into a duchess. 


She's the perfect protege, and 
is soon enchanting a host of ex- 
alted admirers, among them 
Russian naval attache Jeroen 
Krabbe, and British War 
Minister John Profumo (lan 
McKellen). With Mandy Rice- 
Davies (Bridget Fonda), Kilmer 
visits one of the rough clubs 
Hurt's also partial to, unwitting- 
ly setting in motion the 
machinery that will destroy 
high-ranking people in low-level 
ways. Heightened by exauisite- 
ly honed performances (par- 
ticularly Hurt’s) and sumptuous, 
sometimes seductive cinemat- 
ography, this is a school for 
scandal in a class by itself. 
(Kabuki, SF.) 


See You In The Moming 
With Nat King Cole singing 
“When | fall in love, it will be 
forever,’’ Alan J. Pakula’s 
romantic comedy’s off to a 
lovely start. But then NY 
psychiatrist Jeff Bridges’ wife 


Farrah Fawcett utters four 
fateful words: “‘We need to 
talk."’ Cut to Alice Krige, whose 
pianist husband’s suddenly suf- 
fering from hand paralysis. Cut 
again to three years later. 
Fawcett’s left Bridges, taking 
their two children, and is a suc- 
cessful TV commercial model. 
(A wise move, judging from her 
acting here.) Friend Linda Lavin 
introduces Bridges to now- 
widowed-with-two-children 
Krige (how did all that 
happen?), and after multiple 
emotional ins and outs, the two 
are married and living in Krige’s 
house, where the problems 
start.

Three Ways Home explores the darkness untouched by the 


THREE WAYS HOME. By Casey Kurtti, 
directed by Ken Grantham. At the 
Eureka Theatre, SF. Through May 14th.

AWN AND SHARON 

are trying to get along, 

but they can’t even agree 

on which movie to see. 

Dawn, a black welfare 
mother, wants to catch an escapist ac- 
tion flick, something in the Stallone or 
Schwarzenegger mode. White, upper 
middle-class Sharon prefers a more 
literary, more ‘‘meaningful’’ film — 
like The Color Purple. 

This showdown over a movie occurs 
about mid-way through Three Ways 
Home, and it crystallizes the question 
at the heart of Casey Kurtti’s sharp, 
compassionate play. In urban Amer- 
ica, where just about everything is 
polarized along racial and economic 
lines, can these two women find any 
common ground at all? Kurtti’s answer 
is yes — but it’s a shaky, hard-won yes. 
And it doesn’t make the actual distance 
between the underclass and the upper 
middle class any shorter. 

A burned-out yuppie lending a help- 
ing hand to a beleaguered welfare mom 
sounds like the perfect premise for a 
feel-good drama about a kinder, gent- 
ler America. But Three Ways Home, 
which is getting its Bay premiere at the 
Eureka Theatre, doesn’t cop out on its 
characters, or let the audience off the 
hook too easy. It reminds us that sur- 
rounding those fabled ‘‘thousand 
points of light”’ is a sea of real dark- 
ness. The story, told mainly through 
monologues, is a straightforward and 
engaging one. Sharon (Sigrid 
Wurschmidt), a frustrated ad agency ex- 
ecutive, volunteers for a child-abuse pre- 
vention program and gets assigned to 
Dawn (Esther Scott), a spunky Harlem 
woman raising four kids on the dole. 

Sharon hopes for instant sisterhood, 
and goes a little overboard with the po- 


litically correct jargon and the gushy 
goodwill. Dawn, however, plays hard 
and defensive. She isn’t looking for any 
sisterhood, thank you, just someone to 
pay the overdue electric bill so the lights 
don’t get turned off. And she’s 
guarded for another reason: Sharon 
has come to her through the welfare de- 
partment, and may just be a spy. “‘You 
read the file on me,’’ Dawn tells her 
angrily, ‘‘but I don’t have no paper- 
work on you!”’ 

The skirmishes between these 
women — they turn out to be so dif- 
ferent in some ways, but so alike in 
others — are often mordantly comic. 
But when our attention is turned to 
Dawn’s 16-year-old son, Frankie 
(Dorian Spencer), the mood darkens. 

Frankie is an imploding time bomb, 
alost boy who can’t find a way to grow 
up. Raped by a man when he was just 
13, abandoned by his father, his 
psychic wounds run deep. Both Dawn 
and Sharon reach out to save him, but 
Frankie drifts beyond their concern, 
lost in a dangerous world of male pros- 
titution and violent fantasy. 

With candid, slangy dialogue that’s 
often right on the mark, Three Ways 
Home gets you caring about all three of 
its troubled characters. It’s not an air- 
tight play. The story, stretched thin 
over two acts, could be relayed more 
concisely. And some personality traits 
are too exaggerated: Dawn’s overt 
hostility and foul language, for exam- 
ple, and Sharon’s willingness to drop 
anything, anytime and rush down to 
Harlem on a rescue mission. (What hap- 
pened to that cynical, hard-bitten New 
Yorker we met in the very first scene? 
She softens up a little too quickly.) 

But considering the inherent com- 
plexities of her subject, Kurtti does a 


‘remarkably good job tackling it. She 


has the guts to create black, underclass 
characters, and the sensitivity to make 
them believable. And she isn’t afraid of 
looking mooshy white guilt right in the 
eye, either. 


‘thousand points of light’ 


What happens to Dawn, Frankie, 
and Sharon effectively challenges the 
notions that all welfare mothers are ig- 
norant or lazy, that all bright ghetto 
youngsters can just pull themselves up 
by their bootstraps and that well- 
meaning volunteerism can, by itself, 
eradicate poverty. At Christmas, over 
boozy eggnog, Dawn and Sharon start 
to really warm up to each other in an 
honest way. But everything does not 
come out happily here, even though 
everyone tries their best. The play 
closes on a note of tragedy — followed 
by a faint little coda of hope. (It will be 
interesting to see if Kurtti can retain the 
same sweet/sour ending in the upcom- 
ing movie version.) 

Three Ways Home was added to the 
Eureka’s season rather late, and the 
production, under Ken Grantham’s 
direction, hadn’t quite coalesced yet 
when I saw it. Sigrid Wurschmidt’s 
Brooklyn-accented Sharon comes 
through strong in the early scenes, but 
later on could show us more about why 
Sharon hangs in there so long with 
Dawn and her kids. At literally the op- 
posite end of the stage, Esther Scott 
gives a warm, lusty performance that 
draws on Dawn’s intelligence, deter- 
mination and tenderness. (Her only 


drawback is an’ occasional shrillness ~ 


that creeps in when she’s playing 

Dawn’s ‘‘tough customer”’ side.) 
Young Dorian Spencer lacks perfor- 
mance savvy, especially in his delivery 
of Frankie’s emotionally turbulent 
monologues. But he’s physically con- 
vincing, leaping with catlike grace from 
roof to fence in Barbara Mesney’s 
multi-layered set, glowering around the 
adults. In a backhanded way, 
Spencer’s awkwardness and inex- 
perience sometimes work as an advan- 
tage here. They make his Frankie au- 
thentically vulnerable, and they make 
us wonder how many other Frankies 
are out there in the darkness, un- 
touched by those thousand points of 
a 


light.

DARK VISIONS 


ODC's spring season features 
two chilling premieres 


ODC SAN FRANCISCO. Herbst 
Theater, SF. Thursday, April 27th.

RENDA WAY’S vision is 

darkening. This choreog- 

rapher of complex and am- 

biguous — though ultimately 

loving — relationships 
opened ODC’s 1989 season at the 
Herbst Theater with a premiere, 
“Force of Circumstance,’’ that hit you 
with all the warmth of a morgue. It left 
you breathless and shivering in your 
seat. It also pointed out just how long- 
time ODC collaborators Sandra 
Woodall (costume design) and David 
K.H. Elliot (lighting design) can take a 
concept and brilliantly expand on the 
choreographer’s vision. And yet it 
looked so simple. 

Woodall put the men, who were 
nude from the waist up, in long dull 
black skirts that expanded sideways 
during extensions and leaps. The 
women had bare legs, with dolman- 
sleeved leotards that echoed the men’s 
blackness, making them look like 
swooping bats. Elliot’s lighting design 
was masterful, gloomy at one point, 
but for the most part icily bright with a 
blinding glare. It bathed all that skin 
with a cadaver-like pallor that gave you 
a clinical view of every contracting 
muscle. 

Way calls her new work a ‘‘ballet of 
aggressive energy,’’ and that it is. She 
uses ballet language in many of the 
turns and aborted lifts, a central adagio 
section in which the partnering consists 
of head-butting and pushing and 
throwing each other. But above all there 
was balletic precision in the way her 
six dancers, for long stretches divided 
along sexual lines, moved in and out of 
formations, competing for space, at 
times almost leaping out into the au- 
dience. The resulting isolation, the 
violence at points of interaction and the 
submersion of individuality in this 
‘company of such diverse dancers was 
chilling because of its very formality. 
They weren’t robotic — just inevitable 
in their march toward doom. 

The second premiere, ‘“‘The Yellow 
Wallpaper,”’ is Way’s virgin voyage in- 
to the realm of solos. It’s a trip into 
madness for her longtime co-director 
and collaborator KT Nelson. Based on 
a turn-of-the-century novel of the same 
name by Charlotte Perkins Gilman, its 
language, which opened the sound score 
as recited by Nelson, abounded with a 
gentility and propriety that could not 
hide the psychological isolation of this 
woman in a room of her own. It was a 
tad too long, particularly in the latter 





part when the increasing tension, caused 
by the dancer being sucked into the 
vortex of her own being, seemed to be 
carried more by Paul Dresher’s power- 
ful and hauntingly contrapuntal score 
than by the dance. I also thought the 
end, in which Nelson cowered in the 
corner pulling torn-off wallpaper and 
sheets from the bed over herself, a little 
too predictable. 

But this scarcely diminishes this sub- 
tle and powerful exploration of a 
woman’s loneliness in the middle of her 
family. From where I sat, the swirling 
spirals of the wallpaper did not look 
particularly yellow, but Nelson’s red 
brocade, high-buttoned dress (by 
Eleanor Coppola) was completely lined 
in a bright yellow that screamed at you 
every time she moved her skirt. 

Way had Nelson circle her room in di- 
agonal stretches and reaches, vertical 
tight flutters and prancing doll steps, at 
times in complete silence, as the woman 
listened to the voices inside her. Even- 
tually these very movements took over 
and contorted the body that now ex- 
plored them. Again and again she was 
drawn toward that hated wallpaper, 
slinking along it in deep Grahamesque 
plies as if wanting to melt into it. Assum- 
ing ever fewer of those prim poses werec- 
ognize from Victorian photographs, her 
movements became violently isolated 
and contm@eting as she moved toward 
that prison within her. It was a rich and 
disturbing portrayal of a wife, a 
mother, a woman’s descent into 
madness. 

Balancing these two very stark pieces 
were two repertory works on a much 
lighter note, ‘‘The Tangle’’ and ‘‘Sec- 
ond Wind,”’ both of them sunny, high- 
spirited and youthfully exuberant. 
“The Tangle’”’ was a splendid evocation 
of a romantic summer night in which 
four very different couples waltzed 
through an evening of romance and flir- 
tation. What gave it a decidedly contem- 
porary look was the way the couples 
bounced off each other with the 
flick of a wrist, the swing of a hip and 
the snap of a toe. 

“Second Wind”’ was a fast-paced pep- 
py work that showed off the youthful 
energy of this splendid company. 
Soloists emerged and receded — par- 
ticularly effective was Mae Chesney 
who collapsed out of the group as if 
dropped from a roof — into a wave of 
continuous rolls, shoves and lifts that 
made you wonder at the sheer logistics 
of holding a piece like this together. Al- 
ternating these two more upbeat works 
with the two premieres, ODC presented 
an evening of dancing that was wonder- 
fully entertaining but also thought- 
provoking and deeply probing. |

| have to disqualify myself from 
formally reviewing Jo Menell’s 
15-minute film Dick because | 
have a part in it. (Damn! | was 
going to avoid puns.) The sound 
track is made up of 100 women 
answering questions — “What 
do they look like?” “Would you 
want one?” “Does size matter?” 
— about the male sex organ. In 
that regard the format is similar 
to Diane Keaton’s Heaven, but 
at a more tolerable length. 
(Damn! Well, maybe they won't 
notice.) The visuals are more 
authentic than Keaton’s, with 
1,000 still photographs. of swing- 
ing dicks, shown for less than 
one second each. At that pace 
it’s hardly pornographic — and 
it’s certainly not a “talking 
heads” documentary. (The hell 
with it.) 

Rounding out the hour is Todd 
Haynes’ surprisingly effective, 
unauthorized biography of 
Karen Carpenter, enacted by 
Barbie and Ken dolls, which 
we’ve recommended in this 
space before.
